INTRODUCTION 

About  the  year  -1846  there  was  a  widely  circulated  story  about 
a  large  fortune  in  England  belonging  to  the  Chase  heirs  in  America 
which  led  to  an  immediate  effort  to  establish  family  lines  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  securing  this  prospective  windfall. 

Among  those  who  became  interested  in  the  matter  was  Mr.  Ben¬ 
jamin7  Chase  of  Auburn,  N.  H.,  the  author  of  the  History  of  Old 
Chester,  N.  H.,  who  began  the  collection  of  data  relating  to  his  own 
family  and  gradually  extended  his  research  until  he  had  collected 
a  large  amount  of  material.  It  is  proper  to  note,  however,  that  he 
never  had  any  faith  in  the  myth,  or  in  the  practicability  of  securing 
and  equitably  distributing  the  “fortune,”  if  it  was  actually  in  exist¬ 
ence,  and  numerous  letters  in  the  newspapers  of  the  period  attest 
his  strong  convictions  in  regard  to  the  subject. 

In  1870,  a  new  generation  having  come  upon  the  stage,  the  old 
story  was  revived  with  a  renewed  effort  to  secure  the  “fortune,” 
which  naturally  resulted  in  the  collection  of  much  additional  geneal¬ 
ogical  data. 

John  B.  Chace,  M.D.,  a  practicing  physician  of  Taunton,  and  a 
descendant  of  a  William  Chace  who  appeared  in  Roxbury,  in  1630, 
had  accumulated  a  large  amount  of  material  relating  to  his  immi¬ 
grant  ancestor  and,  incidentally,  of  the  immigrants  Aquila  and 
Thomas,  who  appeared  in  Hampton,  N.  II.,  in  1640.  He  became  im¬ 
bued  with  the  idea  of  printing  the  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of 
these  three  immigrants,  and  the  material  that  had  been  collected  by 
Mr.  Benjamin  Chase  was  turned  over  to  him.  He  labored  zealously 
for  several  years  to  accomplish  his  object  but  with  failing  health, 
due  to  advancing  years,  and  the  lack  of  means  he  was  forced  to 
abandon  the  project. 

Mr.  George  Bigelow  Chase  of  Boston,  a  descendant  of  Aquila1 
through  Aquila,2  Jr.,  also  had  been  interested  for  several  years  in 
the  subject,  and  had  printed  in  the  Heraldic  Journal  in  1868  a  lengthy 
article  relating  to  the  Chases  in  England.  He  took  up  the  work  of 
bringing  out  a  genealogy  of  the  Aquila  line  and  purchased  of  Dr. 
Chace  the  result  of  his  long  continued  labors,  but  he  never  carried  on 
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the  work  to  any  great  extent  and  a  few  years  later  deposited  all  of 
the  material  he  possessed  with  the  New  England  Historic  Genealog¬ 
ical  Society  to  become  its  property  after  his  decease,  which  took 
place  in  1902. 

The  genealogical  material  collected  by  the  late  William  E.  Gould 
of  Brookline  and  Boston,  and  the  late  Joseph  Warren  Brown  of 
Chicago,  Ill.,  have  also  aided  greatly  in  bringing  this  book  to  a  very 
gratifying  degree  of  completeness.  Their  collections  are  also  in  pos¬ 
session  of  the  above-mentioned  Society,  and  to  its  courtesy  we  are  in¬ 
debted  for  the  use  of  this  large  quantity  of  material  relating  to  the 
Chase  f amity. 

Mr.  Gould  was  a  native  of  Portland,  Me.,  the  son  of  Althea7 
(Chase)  Gould,  daughter  of  Deacon  Asa6  Chase,  (Dr.  William,5  Lt. 
Wells,4  Moses,3  Moses2).  He  was  the  founder  and  for  many  years 
editor  of  The  Chase  Chronicle,  the  official  publication  of  The  Chase- 
Chace  Family  Association. 

Mr.  Brown  was  a  native  of  West  Newbury,  the  grandson  of 
Samuel  and  Elizabeth6  (Chase)  Carr,  daughter  of  Lt.  Moses5  Chase, 
(Moses,4  Moses,3  Moses2). 

While  the  name  of  Chase  has  occasional  mention  as  early  as  the 
13th  century  it  was,  apparently,  never  a  numerous  family  and  at  the 
present  time  the  name  is  as  rare  in  England  as  it  is  common  in  this 
country. 

Although  the  Chesham  Chases  were  entitled  to  bear  arms  after 
1584,  as  evidenced  by  the  report  of  a  Herald’s  Visitation,  this  right 
does  not  inure  to  American  descendants  unless  their  line  of  descent 
is  established,  which  we  have  been  unable  to  do,  as  will  be  seen  in  the 
pages  treating  of  The  Chases  of  Chesham.  However,  in  these  later 
days  the  right  to  use  a  crest  or  coat  of  arms  has  little  influence  over 
those  who  have  the  desire  to  make  such  use,  but  know  or  care  nothing 
about  the  proprieties  governing  the  right. 

On  account  of  the  great  service  rendered  the  descendants  of 
Aquila  and  Thomas  by  Dr.  Chace,  it  is  deemed  most  fitting  that  a 
biography  and  his  portrait  should  appear  in  this  volume. 

Inasmuch  as  the  “fortune  myth,”  during  the  thirty  years  in 
which  it  was  rampant,  was  largely  responsible  for  the  collection  and 
preservation  of  much  valuable  genealogical  material  that  otherwise 
would  have  been  lost,  it  seems  proper  to  give  for  the  benefit  of  those 
not  familiar  with  its  history,  and  for  future  reference,  some  account 
of  the  activities  in  relation  to  the  matter  and  the  final  determination 
of  the  utter  and  total  lack  of  authority  for  the  origin  of  a  story  which 
led  to  the  collection  of  a  large  amount  of  money  from  credulous  and 
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ignorant  people,  many  of  whom,  probably,  could  not  well  afford  their 
contributions. 

At  the  annual  reunion  of  the  Chase-Chace  Family  Association 
held  in  West  Newbury,  June  27,  1907,  Hon.  Frederic  H.  Chase,  of 
Boston,  then  a  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Massachusetts,  de¬ 
livered  an  interesting  and  instructive  address  on  “The  Chase  Claim 
to  English  Millions/’  in  which  he  set  forth  the  different  statements 
and  claims  that  had  been  made  from  time  to  time  with  reference 
to  the  “Lawrence-Townley”  estate  and  the  Chase  interests  therein, 
and  traced  to  their  source  these  statements  and  claims  in  order  to 
show  what  the  truth  was  concerning  them. 

Although  the  inheritance  had  been  mentioned  as  early  as  1790 
the  story  was  not  widely  circulated  until  1846.  In  that  year  a  largely 
attended  meeting,  with  some  fifteen  hundred  persons  present,  was 
held  in  Newburyport,  and  a  large  sum  of  money  raised  to  defray 
the  expense  of  a  committee  chosen  to  prosecute  the  matter,  but 
history  is  silent  as  to  the  result  of  this  movement.  In  1872  the  story 
was  revived  “in  some  obscure  town  in  Maine,”  and  a  meeting  was 
held  and  an  investigating  committee  chosen  to  report  at  a  future 
meeting  to  be  held  in  Boston.  Apparently  the  committee  did  not 
function  and  at  a  meeting  held  9  Oct.  1872  a  new  committee  was 
chosen  and  authorized  to  raise  funds  to  meet  necessary  expenses. 
The  inducement  was  held  out  that  those  who  subscribed  might  have 
the  worth  of  their  money  by  being  given  an  engraving  of  the  Chase 
Coat  of  Arms,  a  souvenir  of  doubtful  value  so  far  as  the  Chases  in 
America  are  concerned.  No  evidence  of  the  existence  of  the  “for¬ 
tune”  was  presented  beyond  what  had  already  appeared  in  the  form 
of  newspaper  articles,  letters,  speeches  made  at  the  meeting  held  in 
1846,  and  some  broad  assertions.  Following  this  appeal  one  of  the 
signers  was  delegated  to  visit  England  to  investigate. 

The  following  from  the  Manchester,  N.  H.,  Daily  Union  of 
May  16,  1873,  would  indicate  that  a  discordant  note  had  been  struck 
although  enthusiasm  ran  high  and  money,  while  not  plentiful,  seemed 
to  be  forthcoming  when  needed. 

“One  of  the  Chases  of  Boston,  who  has  been  the  chief  confidant  of 
the  Chase  heirs,  has  succeeded  in  raising  sufficient  money  to  insure  a 
trip  to  England,  and  sailed  on  Monday  of  last  week.  He  will  undoubt¬ 
edly  visit  the  continent,  attend  the  Vienna  exposition,  have  a  good  time, 
write  home  that  it  will  require  a  little  more  money  to  successfully  prose¬ 
cute  the  claim,  and  will  continue  to  draw  upon  their  eager  expectations 
until  they  will  suspect  that  their  portion  of  the  immense  estate  is  safely 
deposited  in  his  breeches  pocket.  We  say  to  these  enthusiasts  who  have 
joined  their  future  bliss  to  this  English  humbug,  ‘Be  of  good  cheer,  life 
is  short  at  best.’  ” 
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Apparently  expectant  kinsmen  waited  in  vain  for  any  report  of 
their  representative’s  doings  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  he  returned 
with  less  cash  than  he  took  with  him. 

In  1879  the  movement  received  a  new  impetus  and  Mr.  James 
Usher,  of  New  York  City,  a  lawyer  of  standing,  was  employed  by 
the  Lawrence  and  Townley  families  to  undertake  the  work  of  estab¬ 
lishing  the  claim.  He  went  into  the  matter  with  great  thoroughness 
and  a  full  exhaustive  account  of  his  efforts  and  the  results  at¬ 
tained  were  given  in  book  form  in  1883.  Reduced  to  the  lowest  terms, 
there  was  nothing  in  it. 

At  a  later  date  the  Hon.  Edward  J.  Phelps,  U.  S.  Minister  to 
England,  denounced  the  scheme  as  an  outrageous  fraud. 

A  later  investigation  by  Mr.  Frank  Alden  Hill,  a  Boston  lawyer, 
brought  out  the  meagre  facts  upon  which  the  search  of  years  had 
been  based,  a  full  account  of  his  labors  appearing  in  book  form  in 
1885.  “The  marriage  of  a  Chase  to  a  woman  bearing  a  name  allied 
to  wealth ;  a  small  unclaimed  annuity ;  and  a  family  squabble  in  court.” 

And  yet  we  hear  frequently  from  those  who  have  an  abiding 
faith  in  what  has  been  proven  beyond  doubt  to  be  a  “myth”  of  the 
most  pronounced  type. 

New  material  available  after  the  earlier  pages  of  the  book  had 
been  printed,  with  some  corrections  will  be  found  under  Additions 
and  Corrections. 

Continued  research  in  England  has  failed  to  add  anything  of 
material  value  to  what  has  appeared  in  The  Chases  of  Chesham. 

The  simplicity  of  the  arrangement  of  the  book  would  seem  to 
make  any  explanation  unnecessary.

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THE  CHASES  OF  CHESHAM,

The  general  claim  has  been  made  that  the  brothers,  Aquila  and 
Thomas  Chase,  were  descendants  of  the  Chesham  family  of  Chases  in 
England.  Mr.  George  Bigelow  Chase  of  Boston  assumed  it  to  be 
true  in  the  most  elaborate  contribution  to  Chase  literature  that  had 
appeared  in  printed  form,  which  he  published  in  1869.  This  con¬ 
nection  has  been  given  in  practically  every  publication  relating  to 
Chase  families  that  has  later  appeared,  but  our  investigations  fail  to 
confirm  it. 

It  was  assumed,  or  claimed,  that  the  brothers  Aquila  and  Thomas 
Chase  were  sons  of  the  Aquila  Chase  who  was  baptized  in  Chesham, 
7  Aug.  1580.  The  name  and  dates  are  entirely  consistent  with  the 
supposition,  but  the  facts  studied  at  close  range  show  that  the  as¬ 
sumption  is  not  correct. 

Extensive  research  shows  that  the  above  named  Aquila  Chase 
went  from  Chesham  to  London,  there  married,  was  the  father  of  six 
children,  was  a  merchant  tailor,  lived  in  Knight  Rider’s  street,  at¬ 
tended  the  two  Established  Churches  in  that  street  and,  with  his  wife 
and  five  of  his  children,  was  there  buried. 

The  parish  registers  fail  to  show  that  he  had  a  son  Thomas  but 
they  do  show  that  he  had  a  son  Aquila  who  was  baptized  in  the  par¬ 
ish  of  St.  Nicholas,  Cole  Abbey.  The  parish  register  further  shows 
that  Aquila  Chase,  the  tailor,  and  Aquila  his  son,  there  baptized,  were 
also  buried  there.  As  there  was  only  one  Chase  family  living  in 
Knight  Rider’s  street,  1606  to  1660,  we  feel  justified  in  assuming 
that  Aquila  and  Thomas  Chase,  the  Hampton  brothers,  could  not  be 
the  sons  of  Aquila  Chase  of  Chesham,  England.  They  may  he  de¬ 
scended  from  the  Chesham  family  hut  our  researches  fail  to  show 
such  a  connection. 

The  use  of  the  comparatively  infrequent  name  of  Aquila  in  both 
Chesham  and  New  England  is,  however,  very  suggestive  of  a  con¬ 
nection  between  the  two  families. 

For  the  benefit  of  future  investigators  who  may  be  interested  in 
the  origin  of  these  early  settlers  of  New  England,  we  give  the  docu¬ 
mentary  records  obtained  with  our  interpretation  of  the  evidence 
they  afford. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  noted  that  the  usual  “three  brothers” 
tradition  about  the  early  immigrations  of  families  does  not  apply  to 
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the  Chases.  No  evidence  has  been  found  to  support  the  claim, 
which  has  appeared  in  print  innumerable  times,  that  William  Chace 
was  a  brother  of  Aquila  and  Thomas.  In  one  instance  it  was  stated 
that  this  relationship  was  proven  by  Aquila’s  will  making  a  bequest 
to  his  niece,  “daughter  of  his  brother  William.”  This  will,  as  will  be 
seen,  makes  no  such  bequest. 

From  whence  and  how  William  came  has  not  been  established, 
notwithstanding  the  various  statements  that  have  appeared  in  print. 
It  can  be  credibly  assumed  that  he  was  the  first  of  the  name  to  appear 
in  New  England,  coming,  it  is  supposed,  in  Governor  Winthrop’s 
fleet,  although  his  name  does  not  appear  in  any  of  the  more  or  less 
incomplete  lists  of  passengers.  On  the  records  of  the  First  Church 
of  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  in  the  handwriting  of  the  Rev.  John 
Eliot,  “Apostle  to  the  Indians,”  we  find  the  following  entry,  “Wil¬ 
liam  Chase,  he  came  wth  the  first  company,  1630,”  which  would  indi¬ 
cate  that  he  first  settled  in  that  place. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Chase,  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England, 
appears  in  Maryland  in  1737  and  was  appointed  rector  of  St.  Paul’s 
church  in  Baltimore  in  1743,  but  we  have  been  unable  to  establish 
any  English  connection.  His  son,  Samuel,  was  prominent  in  civic 
affairs,  signed  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  was  assocciate 
justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  from  1796  to  his 
death  in  1811,  at  the  age  of  seventy. 

His  former  residence  in  Annapolis,  Maryland,  a  three-story 
brick  house,  built  in  1770,  is  a  very  fine  specimen  of  Colonial  archi¬ 
tecture,  particularly  the  interior,  and  is  an  object  of  great  interest  to 
those  who  visit  that  historic  city. 

It  was  inherited  many  years  ago  by  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  the 
state  and  is  now  a  Home  for  Old  Ladies. 

A  John  Chase  came  from  the  Barbadoes  and  settled  in  Provi¬ 
dence,  R.  I.,  in  1720,  but,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Thomas,  little  is 
known  about  his  descendants.* 

There  are  also  other  lines  claiming  English  ancestry  which  we 
have  been  unable  to  verify. 

While  the  name  of  Chase  has  occasional  mention  in  England  as 
early  as  the  13th  century,  it  was,  apparently,  never  a  numerous  fam¬ 
ily  and  at  the  present  time  the  name  is  as  rare  there  as  it  is  common  in 
this  country.

He  mentions  the  poor  of  St.  Sepulchres  in  Co.  of  Cam¬ 
bridge;  his  brothers  Jeremy  and  Thomas;  his  cousin  William  Chase  of 
Hisson;  and  his  sister  Rebecca.  Proved  30  June  1582.

In  the  name  of  God  the  XVIII  of  Aprill  Anno  1599  I  John  Chase  of 
Hundrich  in  the  parish  of  Great  Chesham  and  the  county  of  Bucks  sicke 
in  bodye  but  whole  in  the  health  of  my  soule  I  prayse  and  thanke  my  Lord 
God  therefore  doe  make  and  ordayne  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in 
manner  and  forme  followinge. 

First  my  soule  wcl1  is  the  most  precious  thing  that  I  give  I  comend 
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into  the  hands  of  Almighti  God  my  heavenly  and  most  mercifull  father 
through  Christe  of  whom  I  received  yl  my  bodye  to  the  earth  from  whence 
it  was  taken  in  sure  and  certayne  hope  and  expectiation  to  have  the  same 
raysed  up  agayne  at  the  last  daye  by  the  virtue  and  power  of  my  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christe  whoe  dyed  for  my  sinns  and  rose  agayne  for  my 
Righteousness  that  my  fayth  in  him  and  the  worke  of  his  most  holy  spirite 
I  might  not  only  be  quickned  from  the  death  of  sinns  to  the  lyfe  of  Right- 
eousnes  but  also  by  the  joyning  together  agayne  of  my  soule  wl“  my  bodye 
I  may  enjoye  and  be  put  into  the  possession  of  everlasting  lyfe  and  salva¬ 
tion  in  glorye  by  th  only  mercye  of  God  his  and  my  father  his  meritts 
and  p'fect  obedience  and  the  powerfull  sanctification  of  the  most  holy 
spirite  so  be  yt. 

First  for  my  temperall  and  worldly  goods  and  substance  I  will  them 
to  be  desposed  after  this  sorte. 

First  I  will  and  bequeath  to  William  Chase  myne  eldest  sonne  ten 
pownds. 

Item  to  Ralphe  my  sonne  V  £  to  be  payd  to  him  at  his  age  of  XXIII 
years. 

Item  to  Samuel  X  £  and  Steven  X  £  to  eyther  of  them  to  be  payd  at 
the  lyke  age. 

Item  I  will  give  and  bequeath  to  Elizabeth,  Martha  and  Anne  my 
daughters  and  to  each  of  them  XXX  lb.  a  pecce  to  be  payd  to  every  of 
them  at  th  age  of  XXth  years  and  yt  it  shalbe  the  will  of  God  that  any  of 
my  sayd  three  sonnes  or  any  of  my  sayd  three  daughters  shall  departe 
out  of  this  p’sent  lyfe  before  he  or  shee  shall  come  to  th  age  to  have  and 
enjoye  their  portion  or  legacye  as  is  before  mentioned  then  my  will  is 
that  the  porcon  or  legacye  of  such  a  one  so  departed  shalbe  and  remayne 
to  be  equaly  divided  amongst  the  survivors. 

Item  I  give  to  the  poore  people  of  Chesham  aforesayd  XXs  in  monye. 

Item  I  give  to  my  brother  Richard  Chase  Xls  in  money. 

Item  my  will  is  that  whatsoever  bargaynes  I  have  made  and  conveyed 
of  land  or  meadowe  of  this  my  ferme  of  Hundrich  wher  in  I  nowe  dwell 
whether  the  same  be  by  wrighting  or  by  promise  made  and  conveyed  that 
myne  executors  shall  them  to  be  truly  performed  and  accomplished  ac¬ 
cording  to  my  fayth  full  meanings. 

Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Mary  Aldrige  Xls. 

Item  to  my  sister  Chritaian  Atkins  Xs. 

Item  to  Henry  the  sonne  of  my  brother  William  Chase  Xs. 

All  the  rest  of  my  goods  not  given  nor  bequeathed  my  debts  payd 
legacys  performed  and  funerall  in  the  comly  and  Christian  burill  of  my 
body  discharged,  I  will  give  and  bequeath  to  Alia  my  wife  and  to  Mathew 
Chase  her  and  my  sonne  whome  I  constitute  and  ordayne  to  be  the  execu¬ 
tors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  with  thes  conditions  following. 

First  my  will  is  that  Alice  my  wife  shall  not  marrye  during  the 
tearme  of  years  in  my  lease  of  Hundrich  farme  wherein  I  dwell  conteyned 
with  out  the  device,  consent,  approbation  &  good  lyking  of  the  overseers 
of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  or  the  most  parte  or  number  of  them 
whose  names  shalbe  hereafterwards  expressed  but  if  she  shall  refuse  so 
to  doe  and  willbe  marryed  without  the  advice,  consent  approbation  and 
good  lyking  of  them  or,  the  moste  parte  or  number  of  them  then  my  will 
and  mynde  is  that  she  shall  have  only  XL  £  to  be  payd  to  her  in  moneye - 
by  myne  other  executor  and  so  to  departe  without  having  any  further  to 
doe  wth  any  parte  of  my  goods  or  said  lease,  also  I  will  that  myne  execu¬ 
tors  aforesayd  shall  be  severally  bownden  to  myne  hereafter  named  over¬ 
seers  jovntly  and  severally  in  such  a  competent  summe  of  money  as  by 
them  shalbe  thought  meete  and  convenyent  first  for  the  dewe  and  honest 
education  and  bringing  up  or  profitable  putting  forthe  of  my  children 
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untill  such  tyme  as  they  shall  come  to  their  severall  ages  before  sett  downe 
in  this  my  last  will  and  testament  and  at  the  wch  tyme  they  shall  have 
and  enjoye  the  legacys  by  me  to  them  severally  given  and  granted,  sev¬ 
erally  in  lyke  manner  to  be  bound  to  my  overseers  for  the  due  true  and 
sure  payment  of  the  legacys  before  given  to  my  sayd  children  at  such 
tyme  as  they  shalbe  dewe,  eyther  of  myne  executors  to  per  forme  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  moyeti  of  them  and  as  they  whole  shalbe  fully  payd. 

And  for  myne  overseers  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  I  name 
tlies  following:  my  loving  &  faythfull  friends  my  cosen  Robert  Aldridge 
of  Beconsfield  of  this  parishe,  William  Groves,  Thomas  Breeden  and  my 
brother  Richard  Chase  morover  I  hartely  desire  and  require  my  very  good 
loving  and  faythfull  friend  Mr.  Richard  Bowles  that  he  will  please  to 
help  ayde  and  assist  my  executors  with  his  good  advice  and  cownsell  as  in 
lyke  manner  to  further  in  that  he  may  both  my  sayd  executors  and  over¬ 
seers  for  the  better  execution  and  performance  of  this  my  last  will  and 
testament  in  all  things  according  to  my  true  purpose  and  meanynge. 

Item  I  will  that  yf  any  matter  shall  faule  out  wch  may  seeme  to  be 
doubtfull  and  wherof  any  question  maye  arise  in  this  my  last  will  and 
testment  that  the  same  shalbe  compounded  ended  and  determyned  by  my 
forenamed  friends  or  ihe  more  parte  of  them. 

In  witness  of  the  truth  hereof  I  have  sette  these  presents  the  letters 
of  my  name  my  selfe  and  delivered  the  same  to  be  my  deed  as  my  last  will 
&  testament  the  daye  and  yeare  first  before  written  in  the  presence  of  the 
undernamed  Richard  Bowles,  Henry  Atkins,  Humfrey  Greenway,  Wm.

Stephen3  Chaase  (John,2  Thomas1)  was  baptized  in  Chesham, 
21  May  1 587^  He  received  a  legacy  of  ten  pounds  by  the  terms  of 
his  father  s  will,  18  April  1599,  “to  come  into  his  possession  at  23.” 
Gn  23  July  1627,  his  brother  Samuel  Chase,  then  of  Dublin,  Ireland, 
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appointed  him  executor  of  his  estate.  On  18  Nov.  1643,  his  brother 
Ralph  Chase,  then  of  Great  Marlow,  county  of  Bucks  made  a  bequest 
to  “John,  son  of  my  brother  Stephen  Chase,  deceased.” 

Apparently  he  removed  to  St.  Martin-in-the-Field,  county  of 
Middlesex  where  his  widow  Anne - ,  was  granted  power  to  ad¬ 

minister,  4  June  1646.  His  widow  made  her  will  in  the  same  parish 
12  Oct.  1652  which  was  proved,  25  June  1653.  She  styles  herself 
widow  of  Stephen  Chase,  apothecary  of  St.  Martin-in-the-Field. 
She  mentions  Richard  Chase  of  Chesham,  county  of  Bucks,  clerk, 
and  her  sons  Stephen  and  John  (who  had  a  son  James)  and  her 
daughters  Anne  and  Mary.

He  was  a  tanner  by  trade  and  lived  in  Chesham, 
1601  to  1604.  He  married  about  1600,  Joan  Tokefield,  who  was 
the  mother  of  his  children  baptized  in  Chesham.  The  parish  register 
calls  him  a  tanner.  His  servant  William  Dell,  son  of  Thomas  Dell 
of  Chartridge,  was  buried  in  Chesham,  8  July  1601.

On  18  Apr.  1618,  James  Birch  of  Great  Chesham  in 
his  will  of  that  day  mentions  “my  cousin  Henry  Chase”  who  also  ap¬ 
pears  as  a  witness  to  the  will.  He  died  in  Chesham  between  18  Apr. 
1618  and  11  Feb.  1618/19.  The  register  of  Chesham  shows  that  Mr. 
Henry  Chase  was  buried  there,  10  Dec.  1618.  His  widow  Margaret, 
administered  upon  his  estate  11  Feb.  1618/19.  She  made  her  will  in 
Great  Chesham,  27  Mar.  1619  which  was  proved  22  Apr.  1619.  She 
was  buried  in  Chesham,  6  Apr.  1619. 

Margaret  Chase,  in  her  will,  mentions  the  estate  which  came  to 
her  from  her  mother  Katherine  Givin  deceased,  and  her  children, 
Katharine  Chase  and  Henry  Chase,  both  under  21  years  of  age.  Her 
kinsman  Matthew  Chase,  named  as  executor.

Aquila3  Chaase  (Richard,2  Thomas1)  son  of  Richard  and 
Joan  (Bishop)  Chase,  was  baptized  in  Chesham,  Co.  Bucks.,  7  Aug. 
1580.  It  is  assumed  that  he  is  identical  with  Aquila  Chaste  who  mar¬ 
ried  in  the  parish  of  St.  Thomas-the- Apostle,  London,  22  June  1606. 

The  church  of  St.  Thomas-the-Apostle  was  located  on  Knight 
Rider’s  Street  (which  later  was  called  Old  Fish  Street)  and  on  the 
same  street  in  London  was  located  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas,  Cole 
Abbey. 

Aquila  Chaste  married  in  the  parish  of  St.  Thomas-the-Apostle, 
22  June  1606,  Martha  Jelliman,  probably  daughter  of  John  and 
Margerie  Jelliman.  John  Gilliman  was  buried  in  that  parish,  7  May 
1620,  and  Margerie  Jelliman,  widow,  was  buried  there,  18  Aug.  1621. 

Aquila  Chaste  lived  in  the  parish  from  1606  to  1611  and  then  he 
appears  as  a  merchant-tailor  and  lived  in  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas, 
Cole  Abbey,  1611  to  1644.  Two  children  were  baptized  and  buried 
in  St.  Thomas-the-Apostle  and  four  children  were  baptized  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  Cole  Abbey.  Martha  the  wife  of  Aquila 
Chase  was  buried  in  the  cloyster  of  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas,  Cole 
Abbey,  15  Aug.  1643,  and  Aquila  Chase,  tailor,  was  buried  in  the 
same  parish,  9  Feb.  1643/4.  The  parish  register  styles  him  six  times 
merchant-tailor.  An  examination  of  the  apprentice  books  of  the 
Merchant  Taylor’s  Company  of  London  from  1583  to  1669  fails  to 
show  that  he  was  apprenticed  to  any  one  in  London.

Richard4  Chaase  (Matthew,3  John,2  Thomas1)  was  born  be¬ 
fore  1601.  His  baptism  is  not  recorded  in  the  parish  register  of 
Chesham.  According  to  Philpot’s  Visitation  of  1634,  he  was  the  eld¬ 
est  son,  then  married  to  Mary  Roberts  of  Willsden,  county  of  Mid¬ 
dlesex.  In  1634  he  was  living  in  Chiselhurst,  county  of  Kent.  On 
24  Jan.  1650/51,  his  mother  made  her  will  in  Stone,  county  of  Kent, 
and  called  him  her  eldest  son  and  gave  him  her  estate  in  Chesham, 
county  of  Bucks. 

This  must  be  considered  evidence  that  Matthew  Chase  of  Stone 
and  his  widow  Elizabeth  removed  from  Chesham  to  Stone  in  their 
old  age  and  that  their  son  Richard  was  alive  in  1651. 

Richard4  Chase  was  admitted  a  pensioner  at  Sidney  College, 
University  of  Cambridge,  7  May  1614;  son  of  Matthew  Chase  of 
Chesham,  Bucks;  received  the  degree  B.A.  1617/8;  M.A.  1621 ;  B.D. 
1628;  ordained  deacon  at  Peterborough,  22  Sept.  1622;  ordained 
priest  23  Sept.  1622;  resided  at  Chislehurst,  Kent,  till  1641;  resided 
at  Stone,  Kent,  about  1637.  Minister  of  Chesham  Bois,  Bucks., 
1662.  Chaplain  to  his  uncle  John  Bowie,  Bishop  of  Rochester. 
(Alumni  Cantabrigienses,  1:326).

Francis4  Chaase  (Matthew,3  John,2  Thomas1)  was  baptized  in 
Chesham,  20  Sept.  1601.  According  to  the  records  of  the  Merchant 
Taylor’s  Company  of  London,  “Francis  Chase,  son  of  Matthew  Chase 
of  Chesham  Magna,  county  of  Bucks,  gentleman,”  was  apprenticed 
8  Dec.  1617,  for  nine  years  to  Thomas  Browne,  merchant  adventurer, 
to  Spain  and  Barbary.  Francis  was  then  16  years  of  age.

(1614).  (Alumni  Cantabrigienses,  1:326).

Matthew4  Chaase  (Matthew,3  John,2  Thomas1)  was  born  in 
Chesham,  29  May  1608;  died  in  Stone,  county  of  Kent,  between  4 
Apr.  and  30  Apr.  1666.  He  made  his  will  4  Apr.  1666  which  was 
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proved  30  Apr.  following.  No  wife  or  children  mentioned  but  his 
brother  Richard  Chase  and  Richard’s  wife  and  their  children  Richard 
and  Robert  are  named.

Matthew4  Chase  (Ezekiel,3  Richard,2  Thomas1)  was  baptized 
in  Chesham,  6  June  1619;  died  there  between  6  May  and  12  Dec. 

1663.  He  was  a  tanner  by  trade  and  married  Alice - who 

died  in  1668.  They  lived  in  Chesham.

Thomas  Chase,  a  London  merchant,  married  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Botolph  Bishopsgate,  London,  28  Apr.  1608,  Dorothy  Smith. 
He  was  probably  a  brother  of  Jeremy  Chase,  alderman  of  Cambridge 
and  of  William  Chase  of  St.  Peter’s  by  Paul’s  Wharf,  London,  who 
made  his  will  23  Mar.  1581/2. 

Apparently  he  is  the  Thomas  Chase  who  made  his  will  30  Oct. 
1631,  which  was  proved  in  London,  14  Nov.  1631.  In  this  will  he 
styled  himself  “citizen  and  grocer”  and  mentioned  his  wife  Dorothy 
and  two  children  without  giving  their  names.  Presumably  Edward 
Chace  who  styled  himself  “servant  to  the  Hon.  English  East  India 
Company  in  their  factory  at  Bantam  in  Java  Major,”  1  Nov.  1638, 
in  his  will  which  was  proved  in  London,  29  Aug.  1639,  was  his  son. 
In  his  will  Edward  Chace  refers  to  his  mother  Mrs.  Dorothy  Chase, 
widow,  living  in  St.  Mary  Axe  Street,  London,  and  his  sister  Dor¬ 
othy.  Ihe  probate  of  the  will,  29  Aug.  1639,  shows  that  his  mother 
died  between  the  date  of  execution  and  probate  and  that  his  sister 
was  then  married  and  known  as  Dorothy  Rhoades. 

The  above-named  Thomas  Chase  is  believed  to  be  the  Thomas 
Chase  who  was  part  owner  of  the  ship  John  and  Francis  of  London, 
140  tons,  to  which  letters  of  marque  were  issued  3  Feb.  and  3  Mar. 
1627,  whereof  Ihomas  Witherly  was  master.

Aquila1  Chase  appears  first  at  Hampton,  N.  H.  A  company 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Stephen  Bachiler  is  supposed  to  have 
commenced  the  settlement  on  14  Oct.  1638.  (Dow’s  History  of 
Hampton,  10-11).  Early  in  the  year  1639  a  new  band  of  settlers 
came  with  Mr.  Timothy  Dalton,  who  became  associate  pastor  of  the 
Hampton  church.  The  town  was  incorporated  by  the  General  Court 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  22  May  1639.  It  is  probable  that 
Aquila  and  Thomas  Chase  came  with  the  second  company  as  it 
appears  that  emigration  was  greatly  diminished  by  the  year  1640. 

Various  traditions  are  extant  about  the  date  and  manner  of  their 
arrival  in  this  country,  but  they  are  only  traditions  with  little  likeli¬ 
hood  of  ever  being  anything  else,  due  to  the  lack  of  preservation,  or 
later  loss,  of  the  shipping  lists  of  that  period. 

The  first  town  meeting  of  Hampton,  of  which  there  is  a  record, 
was  held  31  Oct.  1639,  and  24  Dec.  of  the  same  year  land  was  allotted 
to  fifteen  grantees,  the  first  grants  being  small  house  lots.  In  June 
1640  other  persons  became  grantees,  among  them  being  Aquila  Chase 
and  Thomas  Chase. 

The  Hampton  records  show  that  in  1640  there  was  granted  to 
Aquila  Chase  six  acres  for  a  house  lot.  In  1644  an  additional  grant 
was  recorded  of  six  acres  of  “upland  meadow  and  swamp,”  which 
he  sold  to  his  “brother  Thomas”  on  his  removal  to  Newbury.* 

The  home  lot  of  Aquila  Chase  was  a  part  of  what  has  long  been 
known  as  the  Perkins  homestead.  Here  undoubtedly  he  erected  a 
log  house  which  he  occupied  until  the  summer  in  1646.  The  home¬ 
stead  was  located  south  of  Meeting  House  Green,  near  the  marshes 
on  the  road  to  the  ancient  Tide  Mill. 

The  town  made  an  agreement  with  Richard  Knight  4  Aug.  1640, 
that  he  should  build  and  keep  a  mill  at  the  Landing  about  half  a  mile 
south  of  the  “Green.”  It  is  likely  that  this  was  called  “The  Landing” 
on  account  of  being  the  place  where  the  first  settlers  brought  their 
shallop  to  shore. 

The  common  lands  were  granted  to  the  proprietors  of  house  lots 

*A11  places  mentioned  in  this  genealogy  are  situated  within  the  present 
limits  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  unless  another  State  or  region  is  indicated 
in  the  text,  or  may  be  readily  inferred  from  the  context. 
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in  Hampton,  23  Feb.  1645/6,  Thomas  Chase  receiving  two  shares 
and  his  brother  Aquila  one  share.  (Dow’s  History  of  Hampton,  32- 
33).  Thomas  Chase  had  at  this  date  a  wife  and  two  children  while 
Aquila  had  probably  only  a  wife. 

He  was  one  of  the  Hampton  petitioners',  j  Mar.  1643/4,  for  a 
modification  of  the  law  regulating  military  drill  which  had  been  in 
force  for  three  years  previously.  The  petition  was  presented  to  the 
Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  Council  and  Deputies  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  Colony.  (N.  H.  Provincial  Papers,  1:  165).  It  con¬ 
tains  the  names  of  twenty-nine  of  the  Hampton  settlers  but  the 
name  of  Thomas  Chase  does  not  appear. 

In  1646  he  was  induced  to  remove  to  Newbury,  as  evidenced 
by  the  following  extract  from  the  Newbury  records  of  that  year. 

“Granted  to  Aquila  Chase,  Anno  1646,  fower  acres  of  land  at  tjie 
ngw  towne  for  a  house  lott  and  six  acres  of  upland  for  a  planting  lott, 
where  it  can  be  had,  and  six  acres  of  marsh  where  it  can  be  had,  also 
on  condition  that  he  doe  goe  to  sea  and  do  service  in  the  towne  with  a 
boate  for  four  years.” 

The  inducement  to  remove  to  Newbury  would  indicate  that  he 
was  a  mariner  or  fisherman  and  Joshua  Coffin  in  his  History  of 
Newbury  states  that  it  is  a  Chase  family  tradition  that  Aquila  was  the 
first  person  to  pilot  a  vessel  across  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  Merri¬ 
mack  river. 

Before  he  removed  to  Newbury  he  was  seen  gathering  pease 
on  the  first  day  of  the  week  and  at  the  Quarterly  Court  held  at  Ips¬ 
wich,  29  Sept.  1646,  he  and  his  wife,  and  David  Wheeler,  his 
brother-in  law,  all  “of  Hampton,”  were  presented  for  gathering  pease 
on  the  Sabbath.  The  witnesses  were  William  Sanborn  and  William 
Fifield,  both  inhabitants  of  Hampton.  (Records  and  Files  of  the 
Quarterly  Courts  of  Essex  County,  1:  no).  At  the  next  session 
of  the  Court  held  at  Ipswich,  30  Mar.  1646/7,  they  were  presented 
again  for  the  same  offence  and  the  constable  reported  that  the  sum¬ 
mons  had  been  sent  to  Hampton  and  that  the  parties  were  not  there 
but  “were  gone  to  Newbury.”  (Ibid,  1:113).  On  28  Mar.  1647/48, 
they  were  admonished  and  their  fines  were  remitted.  (Ibid,  139). 

The  removal  must  have  been  soon  after  the  pea-picking  episode 
as  he  was  not  to  be  found  in  Hampton  when  the  Court  summons 
of  29  Sept.  1646,  reached  there. 

The  “fower  acres  of  land  at  the  new  towne  for  a  house  lott’  was 
in  what  is  now  Newburyport,  on  the  northeasterly  corner  of  Chand¬ 
ler  s  Lane,  now  Federal  Street,  and  the  “way  by  the  Mcrrimac  river,” 

now  Water  Street,  as  evidenced  by  the  sale  of  the  lot  several  years 
later. 

On  May  eleventh,  1667,  Aquila  Chase  of  Newbury  acknowl¬ 
edged  that  he  sold  unto  his  brother  I  homas  Chase  of  Hampton,  tall 
his  land  in  Hampton  excepting  a  dwelling  and  one  acre  and  a  half 
of  land  which  had  been  sold  about  twenty  years  before  the  date  of 
these  presents.  (Old  Norfolk  County  Deeds,  2:  122). 

acknowledgment  is  signed  by  Aquilft  Chase  and  his  wife 
Ann  Chase,  and  establishes  the  relationship  between  Aquila  and 
Thomas. 
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A  deposition  presented  at  the  Quarterly  Court  held  in  Ipswich, 
25  Sept.  1666,  mentions  “Accquilla  Chas,  aged  about  forty-eight 
years,”  which  would  make  1618  the  year  of  his  birth.  (Ibid.  3:  347). 

He  was  one  of  the  free-holders  and  had  an  interest  in  all  com¬ 
mons  belonging  to  the  town  of  Newbury,  10  Jan.  1653. 

He  was  one  of  fifty-eight  Newbury  men  who  petitioned  the 
General  Court  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  14  May  1654,  that  the 
fine  imposed  upon  Lt.  Robert  Pike  of  Salisbury  be  remitted. 

Sometime  before  1659,  or  early  in  that  year,  he  sold  his  home¬ 
stead  to  Robert  Rogers  of  Newbury,  who  in  turn  sold  it  for  £40 
to  William  Moody  of  Newbury,  4  Apr.  1659.  (Ipswich  Deeds,  2: 
206).  The  western  portion  of  the  adjoining  lot,  at  first  owned  by 
his  brother-in-law,  David  Wheeler,  was  sold  to  Caleb  Moody  with 
the  house  thereon,  16  Jan.  1667.  (Currier’s  Ould  Newbury,  1896, 

p- 149)- 

Robert  Rogers  of  Newbury  and  Susanna  his  wife,  for  £40  sell 
to  William  Moody  of  the  same  town: 

“all  my  now  dwelling  house  and  all  my 
land  lately  purchased  of  Aquilla  Chase 
containing  about  four  acres  be  it  more 
or  less,  being  bounded  with  the  land 
of  Henry  Fay,  lately  deceased,  on  the 
south,  the  land  of  William  Morse  and 
David  Wheeler  on  the  west,  the  way 
next  Merrimack  river  on  the  north  and 
the  lane  on  the  east,”  signed  by 
Robert  Rogers  and  Susanna  Rogers,  4 
Apr.  1659.  Susanna  Rogers  did  consent 
to  the  sale  of  the  house  and  land  and 
did  relinquish  her  thirds,  12  Apr.  1664, 
before  Symon  Bradstreet.  (Ipswich  Deeds, 

2:  206). 

The  foregoing  would  indicate  that  Aquila  Chase  had  previously 
sold  to  Rogers  but  there  is  no  deed  to  that  effect  on  record. 

After  this  sale  it  can  be  assumed  that  he  took  up  his  residence 
on  the  “six  acres  of  upland  for  a  planting  lott,”  which  we  are  able 
to  locate  on  the  north  side  of  Sawyer’s  lane,  now  North  Atkinson 
street,  about  five  hundred  feet  from  its  intersection  with  Low  street. 

•  Here  he  lived  until  his  death,  27  Dec.  1670.  The  place  of  his 
burial  is  unknown  but  it  was  probably  in  the  grave  yard  at  Oldtown 
as  the  yard  at  Sawyer’s  hill  was  not  in  use  until  some  thirty  years 
later. 

In  1 668  Daniel  Merrill  bought  of  John  Godfrey  eighteen  acres 
with  the  “housing”  near  the  Great  Pine  Swamp,  which  tract  was 
bounded  on  one  side  and  end  by  land  belonging  to  Aquila  Chase. 
The  Great  Pine  Swamp  lies  a  few  rods  west  of  Low  street,  and  is  a 
positive  and  permanent  identification  of  location.  Daniel  Merrill’s 
will,  dated  1717,  gives  his  homestead  in  Newbury  to  his  oldest  son, 
Daniel,  who  married  Esther  Chase,  daughter  of  Aquila,2  Jr. 

Daniel,  Jr.,  died  about  1725,  and  the  division  of  the  estate  is 
recorded  in  the  probate  records.  His  son  Peter  had  half  of  the 
house  and  probably  bought  the  other  half,  and  lived  there.  His 
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will  was  proved  in  1778,  and  gave  to  his  son  Jacob  all  of  his  real 
estate.  The  house  stood  at  the  intersection  of  North  Atkinson  and 
Low  streets,  and  was  known  until  its  demolition  as  the  Jacob  Merrill 
house. 

The  will  of  Aquila1  Chase,  dated  10  Dec.  1670,  gives  the  home¬ 
stead  to  his  oldest  son,  Aquila,2  who  made  a  will  (now  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  one  of  his  descendants),  but  died  before  signing  it,  and 
the  estate  was  divided  by  the  heirs  in  1723.  Daniel  Merrill  and  wife 
Esther  had  ten  acres  of  the  northwest  end,  which  was  bounded  by 
their  homestead,  and  Joseph,  the  only  surviving  son,  who  had  settled 
in  what  is  now  West  Newbury,  had  the  other  seven,  which  he  sold 
to  Daniel  Merrill,  the  deed  describing  it  as  “bounding  on  Sawyer’s 
Lane.” 

Enoch  P.6  Chase  born  in  1789,  lived  in  the  “Lane”  and  remem¬ 
bered  the  Merrill  houses,  which  he  located  for  Mr.  Benjamin7  Chase 
of  Auburn,  N.  H.,  who  many  years  later,  showed  the  cellar  of  the 
Daniel  Merrill  house  to  his  son,  Benjamin,8  who,  in  turn,  identified 
the  spot  to  the  writer,  John  Carroll9  Chase,  and  a  slight  depression 
may  still  be  seen  which  marks  the  place  where  Aquila1  Chase  lived 
and  died. 


Aquila  Chase’s  Will 

“Witness  by  these  presents  that  I,  Aquilla  Chase  of  Newbury  in  the 
Countye  of  Essex  in  New  England  being  but  weake  in  body,  yett  of 
sound  and  perfect  memory,  for  divers  causes  and  considderrations  me 
therunto  moveing,  doe  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  And  doe 
dispose  of  my  lands,  goods,  and  chattells,  as  followeth :  First  I  bequeath 
my  soule  into  the  hands  of  my  blessed  Saviour  &  redeemer  Jesus  Christ 
in  an  asured  hope  of  a  resurrection,  and  my  body  be  buryed  when  it  shall 
please  the  Lord  to  call  me  hence. 

To  my  well  beloved  wife  Ann  I  give  and  bequeath,  my  house  barne 
and  orchard  and  all  my  lands  both  Eareable  pasture  and  marsh  meadow 
ground,  lyeing  and  being  in  y°  bounds  of  the  Towne  of  Newbury  afore- 

sayd  together  with  all  my  goods  and  chattels,  both  within  dores  and 
without. 


All  the  sayde  house  and  land  before  mentioned  I  give  unto  Ann 
my  well  beloved  wife  dureing  the  time  of  her  widdowhood,  paying  unto 
my  daughter  Ann  Chase  five  pounds,  in  corne  or  neate  cattle,  and  five 
pounds  more  to  pay,  unto  my  daughter  Prissilla  Chase,  to  be  payd  within 
twelve  months,  after  the  day  of  their  marriages. 

Also  I  will  that  my  wife  give  unto  my  sonn  Thomas  Chase  at  the 

agei°Jp?ne  and,twenty  Te™  pounds  in  corne  or  neate  cattle,  provided  the 
sayd  Thomas  doe  abyde  and  serve  with  his  mother  to  the  sd  age.  And 
if  his  mother  and  hee  the  sd  Thomas  see  cause,  that  hee  should  serve  for 
a  trade  with  any  other  man  soe  that  hee  have  ye  benifitt  of  a  trade,  then 
his  mother  my  well  beloved  wife,  is  to  pay  unto  the  sayd  Thomas  but 
six  pounds  in  the  like  pay  before  mentioned,  for  the  rest  of  mv  children 
y  wi  and  testament  is,  that  Ann  my  wife  shall  give  unto  them  all 
hf<*e  T £°°d  acording  to  her  abillityc,  And  at  the  end  of  her  natural!

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And  tenn  pounds  more  the  sd  Aquilla,  is  to  pay  unto  his  Brother  Daniell 
in  ye  like  pay  viz.  corne,  or  neate  cattle. 

Furthermore  my  will  is  y*  my  sonne-in-law  Charles  [Annis]  shall 
have  my  boate  loade  of  grass  or  sedge  of  the,  lower  end  of  Penny  Island 
as  long  as  he  liveth,  and  nobody  to  molest  him  till  he  hath  a  boateloade, 
Furthermore  my  will  is  that  my  sonn,  Aquilla  pay  unto  his  Brother  Moses 
Chase  Tenn  pounds  in  corne  &  cattle. 

Also  my  will  is  that  Aquilla  pay  unto  my  daughter  Sarah  three 
pounds  within  two  years  after  her  mothers  decease  and  to  pay  unto  my 
daughter  Mary  Twenty  shillings. 

And  further  my  will  is  that  Aquilla  my  sonne  pay  unto  his  sister 
Elizabeth  Chase  foure  pounds  in  the  like  pay. 

Also  my  will  is,  that  Aquilla  pay  foure  pounds  in  the  like  paye  to 
his  sister  Ruth. 

All  of  which  summs  are  to  be  payd  in  two  yeares  after  the  decease 
of  Ann  my  well  beloved  wife.  And  I  doe  apoynt  Ann  my  well  beloved 
wife,  to  be  sole  executrix  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  &  further 
&  doe  appoynt  Ensigne  Stephen  Greenleafe  and  William  Chandler  to 
be  the  overseers  of  this  my  last  will  &  testament.  Further  my  will  is 
that  Aquilla  my  sonne  shall  pay  to  his  Brother  Thomas  Chase  before 
mentioned  the  sum  of  tenn  pounds  in  the  like  pay  with  the  rest  of  my 
children  and  if  any  of  my  younger  children  be  not  of  age  within  two 
years  after  the  decease  of  my  wife,  then  they  are  to  stay  for  their  por- 
tiond  till  they  be  of  age.

The  foregoing  is  an  exact  copy  of  the  will  as  it  appears  on  the 
record  book  in  the  Salem  Registry.  The  original  will  is  not  to  be 
found  but  there  are  reputed  copies  varying  somewhat  from  the 
above,  as  regards  spelling  and  the  use  of  superior  letters.  It  is  pos¬ 
sible  that  they  were  copied  from  the  original  will  instead  of  the 
record  book.

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Sergt.  Aquila2  Chase  (Aquila1)  was  born  in  Newbury  (now 
Newburyport),  26  Sept.  1652;  died  there  29  July  1720,  in  the  68th 
year  of  his  age.  He  married  about  1673,  Esther  Bond,  daughter  of 
John  and  Esther  (Blakeley)  Bond  of  Newbury,  Rowley  and  Haver¬ 
hill.  She  was  born  in  Newbury,  25  Sept.  1655  and  survived  her 
husband. 

He  was  a  husbandman  and  inherited  his  father’s  homestead  on 
North  Atkinson  street  in  what  is  now  Newburyport.  He  was  chosen 
a  fence  viewer  at  the  upper  end  of  Newbury  18  Mar.  1683/4.  (Cur¬ 
rier’s  History  of  Newbury,  1902,  p.  116).  Aquila  Chase,  aged  26, 
was  among  those  who  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  at  Newbury  1678. 
(Ibid.  181). 

His  inventory  for  taxation  in  Aug.  1688  included  one  head,  one 
house,  ten  acres  of  plow  land,  ten  acres  of  pasture,  one  horse,  two 
oxen,  four  cows,  one  two-year-old,  one  year-old,  fifteen  sheep  and 
two  hogs.  (Ibid.  206).  He  was  a  member  of  the  town  committee 
“to  stint  as  to  herbage,”  12  Dec.  1702.  (Ibid.  214).  He  agreed  with 
the  town  to  care  for  one  Evan  Morris  at  ten  shillings  per  week,  21 
June  1689.  (Ibid.  216).  He  was  one  of  the  soldiers  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Capt.  Thomas  Noyes  at  a  training  in  1688.  He  was  ser¬ 
geant  of  the  company  and  was  one  of  the  men  who  went  to  Ames- 
bury.  (Ibid.  659,  660).  He  made  a  will  but  neglected  to  sign  it  and 
his  estate  was  divided  by  agreement  of  his  heirs,  16  Jan.  1722/3. 
Daniel  Merrill  and  his  wife  Esther  had  ten  acres  at  the  northwest 
end,  Joseph3  Chase,  the  only  surviving  son,  had  seven  acres  and  the 
buildings  which  he  sold  to  Daniel  Merrill,  excepting  his  mother 
Esther  Chase’s  dower,  18  Mar.  1722/3.  (Essex  Co.  Deeds,  49:  87). 

Esther  Chase  widow,  and  Joseph3  Chase  son  of  Aquila2  Chase 
of  Newbury  dec’d,  were  appointed  administrators  of  the  estate  of 
Aquila2  Chase  of  Newbury  dec’d,  5  Sept.  1720.  Sureties  Joseph 
Bond  and  John  Rogers.  Account  rendered  Feb.  1721/2  mentions 
paid  Joseph  Chase,  £13:  1 :  4;  to  Thomas  Chase,  constable,  £2;  to 
Mary  Freize  [Freese],  widow,  2/3.  etc.

Robert  Savory  to  have  3  acres  of  salt 
marsh  &  flats  on  northeasterly  end  of  an  Island  lying  in  Plumb  Island 
River  known  by  the  name  of  Chase  his  Island,  y2  of  piece  of  meadow  in 
Birchen  Meadow  about  5%  acres  &  one  half  of  pasture  lying  in  Ord¬ 
way’s  pasture  so  called  about  4  acres  in  full  of  his  in  behalf  of  Rebecca 
his  wife.  Jemima  and  Elizabeth  Robinson  to  have  10%  acres  of  pasture 
in  fourth  pasture  by  their  guardians.  Confirmed  16  Jan.  1722/23. 

Daniel  Merrill  &  his  wife  Esther  have  the  homestead  that  is  they 
have  10  acres  of  the  northwesterly  end  of  the  homestead  only  and  the 
remainder  01  the  homestead  belong  to  Joseph3  Chase.

Thomas2  Chase  (Aquila1)  was  born  in  Newbury  (now  New- 
buryport)  25  July  i654Jrdied  in  Newbury,  25  Feb.  1733.  He  mar¬ 
ried  (1)  in  Newbury,  22  Nov.  1677,  Rebecca  Follansbee,  daughter 
of  Thomas  Follansbee  Sr.  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.  and  Newbury  and 

his  first  wife  Mary - .  She  was  born  about  1660,  probably  in 

England,  and  died  in  Newbury,  27  Dec.  1711.  He  married  (2)  in 
Newbury  2  Aug.  1714,  Elizabeth  Moores,  who  was,  probably,  the 
widow  of  Jonathan  Moores  of  Newbury  and  the  daughter  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Mary  Woodhead,  born  in  Chelmsford,  28  Dec.  1674. 

Thomas2  Chase  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade.  He  was  in  the 
military  service  in  King  Philip’s  War  on  27  Aug.  1675  in  Capt.  Sam¬ 
uel  Appleton’s  Company  and  was  credited  £3:  18s.  for  his  service 
10  Dec.  1675.  (Bodge’s  Soldiers  in  King  Philip’s  War,  154).  He 
was  in  the  Narraganset  campaign  and  in  Jan.  1701/2  petitioned  for 
a  grant  of  land  for  his  services  in  1675  and  1676.  (Currier’s  History 
of  Newbury,  1902,  p.  511).  In  1678  at  the  age  of  24  he  was  one  of 
the  male  inhabitants  of  Newbury  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance.  In 
1679  his  family  was  under  the  inspection  of  Abraham  Merrill,  tith- 
ingman.  (Ibid.  1 1 7 ) .  In  1688  he  paid  a  tax  on  one  head,  one  house, 
eight  acres  of  plow-land,  one  acre  of  meadow,  one  horse,  three  cows, 
two  two-year-olds,  one  yearling,  eight  sheep  and  three  hogs.  (Ibid. 
206). 

He  settled  near  Amesbury  Ferry  about  thirty  rods  north  of  the 
intersection  of  the  Ferry  road  with  the  road  leading  by  the  old  ceme¬ 
tery  at  Sawyer’s  hill  at  Curzon’s  tide  mill  on  the  Artichoke  river. 
His  first  purchase  was  fourteen  acres  from  Nicholas  Woodman 
“bounded  with  the  country  highway  to  Amesbury  Ferry,”  2  June 
1677.  His  homestead  was  in  what  is  now  Newburyport.  It  passed 
to  his  son,  Nathan,3  and  then  to  his  sons,  Edmund4  and  Jonathan4 
Chase,  who  sold  it  in  1798  to  Mr.  Jackman  and  removed  to  Minot, 
Me.  The  old  house  was  taken  down  in  1875.  The  land  is  now  a 
part  of  the  present  estate  of  F.  S.  Moseley. 

Thomas  Follansbee  of  Newbury,  joiner,  for  £56,  sells  his 
homestead  in  Newbury  “upon  ye  plaine”  to  his  son-in-law  Thomas2 
Chase  2  Nov.  1711  and  Thomas2  Chase,  house  carpenter,  “for  love” 
sells  the  same  property  to  his  son  Aquila3  Chase,  2  Apr.  1713.  (Essex 
Co.  Deeds,  26:  281  and  Old  Norfolk  Co.  Deeds,  4:  152). 

Thomas  Chase  of  Newbury  made  his  will  Aug.  3  1732,  which 
was  proved  Feb.  25,  1733.  All  we  find  is  the  will. 

Will  of  Thomas2  Chase 

In  the  name  of  God  amen,  I  Thomas  Chase  of  Newbury  in  the  county 
of  Essex  in  his  majesties  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  Eng¬

I  give  and 
equeath  unto  my  Son  Nathan  Chase  and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever 
a  my  real  estate  consisting  in  Housings  and  Lands,  meadows  cct,  whatso¬ 
ever  and  wheresoever  it  may  be  and  also  all  my  personal  estate  not  before 
disposed  of  in  this  my  will,  and  I  do  constitute  and  appoint  tuv  son  Nathan 
Chase  to  be  executor  to  this  mv  will  to  receive  all  mv  Debts  and  to  pay  all 
my  just  Debts,  Legacies  and  funeral  Charges  and  my  will  is  that  all  my 
Legacies  shall  be  paid  in  Newbury;  and  T  do  revoke  and  make  void  all 
former  wills  by  me  made  and  ratifie  and  Confirm  this  to  he  my  last  will

John2  Chase  (Aquila1)  was  born  in  Newbury  (now  Newbury¬ 
port),  2  Nov.  1655;  died  there  26  Feb.  1739/40,  aged  84y.  4m.  He 
married  (1)  in  Newbury,  23  May  1677,  Elizabeth  Bingley,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (Preston)  Bingley,  born  in  Salisbury, 
24  June  1660;  died  about  1685.  He  married  (2)  in  Salisbury,  21 
Dec.  1687,  Lydia  Ch allis,  daughter  of  Philip  and  Mary  (Sargent) 
Challis.  She  was  born  in  Salisbury,  31  May  1665;  living  22  Oct. 
1730- 

He  was  a  soldier  in  King  Philip’s  War  under  Capt.  William 
Turner  and  was  in  the  “Falls  Fight”  (at  Turner’s  Falls)  19  May 
1676  and  was  one  to  help  bury  the  brave  commander  there  as  he 
himself  certified.  (Bodge’s  Soldiers  in  King  Philip’s  War,  251). 
In  Jan.  1 701/2  he  petitioned  for  a  grant  of  land  for  this  service. 
(Currier,  History  of  Newbury,  1902,  p.  511).  At  the  age  of  23 
in  1678,  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  in  Newbury.  He  was  a  cooper 
by  trade  and  in  1688  paid  a  tax  on  one  head,  two  horses,  and  one  cow. 

He  settled  at  first  near  the  bank  of  the  Merrimack  river  above 
the  “chain-bridge.”  On  24  Dec.  1698,  he  purchased  “upland  in  the 
upper  woods,”  at  the  “Training  Field”  in  the  west  end  of  the  town 
(now  in  West  Newbury).  The  house  which  he  is  supposed  to  have 
erected  about  1699  is  still  standing  and  is  the  third  east  of  the  present 
Town  House. 

John  Chase  of  Newbury  made  his  will  22  Oct.  1730,  which  was 
proved  17  Nov.  1739.  Inventory  taken  24  Nov.  1740  by  Sarn’l  March, 
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John  Carr  &  Joshua  Bayley,  mentions  an  old  Bible  and  personal  es¬ 
tate  amounting  to  $65.36.  (Essex  Probate,  5132).

Daniel2  Chase  (Aquila1)  born  in  Newbury  (now  Newbury- 
port)  15  Nov.  or  9  Dec.  1661 ;  died  there,  8  Feb.  1707.  He  married 
in  Newbury,  25  Aug.  1683,  Martha  Kimball,  daughter  of  Henry 
and  Mary  (Wyatt)  Kimball.  She  was  born  in  Wenham,  18  Aug. 
1664.  She  married  (2)  int.  at  Newbury,  9  May  1713,  Josiah  Heath 
of  Haverhill  and  died  before  27  Dec.  1728. 

He  was  a  wheelwright  and  lived  in  the  part  of  Newbury  (now 
West  (Newbury)  in  the  house  which  stands  next  east  of  the  present 
Town  House.  He  was  16  when  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  at 
Newbury  in  1678.  (Currier’s  Hist,  of  Newbury,  181).  He  was  a 
snowshoe  man  in  Capt.  Hugh  March’s  Co.  about  1705  and  was  a 
soldier  under  command  of  Capt.  Thomas  Noyes,  training  in  1688. 
(Currier,  Hist.  1902,  p.  660). 

His  house  was  1240  feet  east  of  the  east  side  of  Ferry  lane, 
now  Bridge  street,  in  what  is  now  West  Newbury.  The  homestead 
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passed  into  possession  of  John  Carr  who  married  Elizabeth*  Chase, 
daughter  of  Lns.  Moses2  Chase  and  was  occupied  by  John  Carr,  his 
son  Daniel  and  his  son  Moses  Carr,  who  sold  it  in  1811  and  removed 

to  Hopkinton,  N.  H.

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“Ensign”  Moses2  Chase  (Aquila1)  born  in  Newbury  (now 
Newburyport)  24  Dec.  1663;  died  in  Newbury  (now  West  New¬ 
bury),  6  Sept.  1743,  in  his  80th  year.  He  married  (1)  in  Newbury, 
10  Nov.  1684,  Anne  Follansbee,  daughter  of  Thomas  Follansbee 
Sr.  and  his  first  wife  Mary  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.  and  Newbury. 
She  was  born  probably  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  in  1668;  died  in  New¬ 
bury,  18  Apr.  1708,  soon  after  the  birth  of  her  youngest  son  Benoni,3 
aged  40  years.  Her  gravestone  now  standing  (1927)  in  the  Plains 
Cemetery  in  Newburyport  is  the  oldest  that  has  been  found  of  the 
family.  He  married  (2)  13  Dec.  1713,  Sarah  Jacobs,  daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Sarah  (Brown)  Jacobs,  born  in  Ipswich,  26  Sept.  1674; 
died  in  Newbury  (now  West  Newbury),  13  Mar.  1739,  in  the  63d 
year  of  her  age.  She  and  her  husband  were  buried  in  the  old  Ferry 
Lane  (now  Bridge  street)  cemetery  in  West  Newbury  where  their 
tombstones  may  be  seen  although  several  rods  apart.  In  addition  to 
the  headstone  of  Ensign  Moses  may  be  seen  three  others  bearing  the 
name  of  Moses  of  successive  generations.

He  was  the  first  Chase  to  settle,  in  1689,  in  the  “Upper  Woods” 
as  the  territory  above  the  Artichoke  river  was  then  called.  He  ac¬ 
quired  a  farm  of  one  hundred  acres,  fronting  one  hundred  and  six 

rods  on  the  Bradford  Road  and  extending  back  to  the  Merrimack 
river. 

He  was  styled  weaver  and  ensign  and  the  latter  title  appears 
upon  his  tombstone  and  that  of  his  first  wife.  He  and  his  wife  were 
admitted  to  membership  in  the  Second  Church  in  1713,  and  he  signed 


Haverhill 
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the  covenant  and  helped  form  the  Fourth  Church  in  1731.  It  was 
“granted  to  Moses  Chase  to  set  in  the  fore  seat  by  the  pulpit”  20 
Sept.  1700. 

In  Aug.  1688,  he  was  taxed  on  one  head,  one  house,  two  acres 
of  plow  land,  one  horse,  two  cows,  one  two-year-old,  one  yearling, 
and  seven  sheep.  (Currier’s  Newbury,  1902,  p.  206).  On  13  May 
1718,  he  and  several  others  were  granted  liberty  to  use  the  flats  near 
Holt’s  rocks  on  condition  that  they  give  one  salmon  per  year  to  Rev. 
Christopher  Toppan,  pastor  of  the  First  Church  and  one  to  Rev.  John 
Tufts,  pastor  of  the  Second  Church  of  Newbury,  “if  they  catch 
them.”  (Ibid.  283).  He  appears  on  the  muster  roll  of  Lt.  Caleb 
Moody  in  his  Company  in  Her  Majesty’s  service  in  the  woods  be¬ 
tween  Amesbury  and  “Jamaco”  (now  Merrimac)  in  August  1708. 
(Ibid  536).  This  service  began  on  11  Aug.  1708  and  he  was  one 
of  thirty-four  soldiers  who  received  powder  and  bullets  under  com¬ 
mand  of  Lt.  Moody  prior  to  17  Aug.  1708.  (Ibid.  538).  He  next 
appears  as  Ensign  of  Capt  Hugh  March’s  Company  of  snow-shoe 
men.  This  company  belonged  to  the  North  Regiment  in  Essex 
County  and  was  in  the  service  between  1704  and  1710.  (Ibid.  540- 

543)- 

There  are  many  deeds  of  land  which  he  bought  and  sold  in  Essex 
County;  also  deeds  recorded  in  Suffolk  County  of  lands  which  he 
bought  and  sold  in  Sutton  before  Worcester  County  was  organized. 

The  house  which  he  erected  stood  about  25  rods  back  from  the 
Haverhill  road  in  the  rear  of  the  house  which  his  son  Joseph  built 
in  1755  (which  house  with  several  additions  is  still  standing  in  1927). 
Here  he  dwelt  from  1689  until  his  death  in  1743.

Ens.  Jonathan3  Chase  (Thomas2),  born  in  Newbury  (now

1 737/8.  He  is  not  a  grantor  or  grantee  of  Essex  County.  If  any¬ 
thing  further  is  learned  about  him  it  will  be  given  in  the  Appendix. 
No  Ensign  Chase  was  listed  as  head  of  a  family  in  1790.

His  name  appears  in  connection  with  nearly  all 
public  meetings  and  documentary  transactions  of  the  Revolutionary 
War  period.  He  was  one  of  the  early  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  Cheshire  County,  then  including  what  is  now  Sullivan  County. 
His  portrait  was  painted  by  Gilbert  Stuart  in  1790  and  is  now  in 
possession  of  Mrs.  Eldred  of  Roseville,  Ill.  Through  her  kindness 
a  reproduction  was  made  for  The  Chase  Chronicle  which  appears  in 
this  volume.

This  second  record  can  not 
refer  to  the  death  of  the  mother  of  the  following  children  as  this 
woman  must  have  been  born  about  1683  and  was  about  57  years  of 
age  when  the  twins  were  born  in  1741,  but  Daniel4  Chase  was  living 
many  years  after  1771.  She  could  have  been  the  widow  of  his  father 
Daniel3  Chase,  but  no  evidence  has  been  found  that  the  senior  Daniel 
had  a  second  wife  Hannah.  It  is  possible  that  the  original  record 
reads:  the  widow  of  David  Chase  died  15  Dec.  1771,  aged  about  88.

When  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  came  on  he  mustered  a  company  and  was  chosen  Cap¬ 
tain;  later  he  became  Colonel  of  a  New  Hampshire  Regiment  and  by 
orders  of  Maj.  Gen.  Horatio  Gates  marched  with  his  regiment  from 
Cheshire  County  to  reinforce  the  army  at  Ticonderoga  in  Oct.  1776. 
He  again  marched  to  reinforce  the  northern  Continental  army  at  Sar¬ 
atoga  in  1777.  The  service  was  so  well  rendered  that  Jonathan  Chase 
was  subsequently  made  General  of  the  State  Militia  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  The  History  of  Cornish  (1:65)  reproduced  a  picture  of  his 
homestead  as  it  appeared  in  1870.  It  was  used  for  a  time  as  a  station 
for  collecting  supplies  for  the  Revolutionary  army.

The  will  of  Moody  Chase  of  Groton  shows 
that  his  son  William  deceased  had  a  son  Jonathan  Chase,  alive  and  a 
legatee,  19  Aug.  1814.

He  was  educated  at  the  Chauncy  Hall  School,  at  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Latin  School,  1848-1851  and  graduated  from  Harvard 
University  in  1856,  in  the  class  with  Hon.  Charles  Francis 
Adams,  James  Bradstreet  Greenough,  Gov.  George  Dexter 
Robinson,  Stephen  Salisbury  and  other  distinguished  men. 

In  1859  the  management  of  his  father’s  shipping  business 
and  the  care  of  his  mother  devolved  upon  him.  During  the 
Civil  War  he  disposed  of  his  ships  and  became  interested  in 
the  development  of  railroads.  He  became  a  director  of  the 
Rutland  Railroad  and  transfer  agent  and  assumed  its  liabili¬ 
ties  of  nearly  a  million  dollars  by  personally  endorsing  its 
notes  in  1871.  This  resulted  in  the  restoration  of  the  securi¬ 
ties  of  the  company.  He  also  subscribed  liberally  to  the  se¬ 
curities  of  the  Burlington  and  Missouri  Railroad  and  became 
a  director  of  the  Merrimack  Manufacturing  Company  and  its 
President  1888-1892. 

He  was  treasurer  of  the  Somerset  Club  1861-1865,  and  of 
the  Union  Club  1868-1870,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Treasurer’s  Accounts  of  Harvard  College  1871- 
1894,  and  a  trustee  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  1877-1885. 

He  became  a  life  member  of  the  New  England  Historic 
Genealogical  Society  in  1870  and  a  member  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Historical  Society  in  1876. 

He  was  deeply  interested  in  American  History  and  gene¬ 
alogy  and  prepared  a  paper  on  the  Chases  of  Chesham,  Eng¬ 
land,  from  data  furnished  by  Horatio  Gates  Somerby,  which 
appeared  in  the  Heraldic  Journal  for  Oct.  1868,  and  also  pre¬ 
pared  and  published  an  historical  genealogy  of  the  Lowndes 
family  of  South  Carolina.  He  also  prepared  a  memoir  of  his 
uncle,  George  Tyler  Bigelow,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior 
Court,  which  appeared  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Historical  Society.  He  purchased  from  Dr.  John  B. 
Chace  his  large  collection  of  Chase  records,  which  were  given 
to  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society  and  have 
been  of  inestimable  aid  in  the  preparation  of  this  book. 

He  spent  his  summers  in  the  British  Isles  and  Europe  from 
1870  to  1896  and  his  acquaintance  with  the  English  people 
developed  in  him  “a  true  appreciation  of  the  mother  country, 
a  strong  affection  for  her,  and,  above  all,  a  deep  and  abiding 
conviction  of  the  inestimable  importance  to  civilization  of  the 
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mutual  sympathy  and  understanding  of  the  two  branches  of 
the  Anglo-Saxon  race/’

Mr.  Chase  was  an  exceedingly  versatile  man  and  in  the 
course  of  a  rather  brief  life  was  identified  with  many  activi¬ 
ties,  teacher  of  music,  organist,  manufacturer,  librarian,  editor 
and  publisher  being  the  most  prominent  ones.  He  compiled 
and  published  a  History  of  Haverhill,  his  native  town,  which 
has  a  high  rank  among  books  of  the  kind.  Other  publications 
which  he  edited  are  The  Musical  Journal  which  later  became 
The  Masonic  Journal,  Webb’s  Pocket  Monitor,  and  a  Digest 
of  Masonic  Laws,  a  book  of  568  pages,  containing  over  4000 
references. 

He  was  Eminent  Commander  of  the  Commandery  of 
Knights  Templar  in  Haverhill,  1863  to  1867,  and  issued  in 
1865  his  Tactics  for  Knights  Templar,  also  a  Burial  Service 
for  Master  Masons  and  Knights  Templar. 

He  was  representative  to  the  General  Court  in  1859  and 
1861  and  was  later  employed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth.  He  also  served  on  the  Publishing 
Committee  of  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  So¬ 
ciety.

Hon.  Salmon  Portland  Chase,  named  for  his  father’s  brother, 
Salmon  Chase  who  lived  in  Portland,  Me.,  until  his  death  two  years 
before  our  subject  was  born,  graduated  from  Dartmouth  College  in 
1826  and  studied  law  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  with  Hon.  William  Wirt, 
attorney  general  of  the  United  States  in  1817,  who  was  distinguished 
for  his  lofty  ideals,  legal,  literary,  historic  and  scientific.  While 
studying  law  he  established  and  conducted  a  classical  school  for  boys 
in  Washington,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  14  December  1829. 

In  1830  he  located  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  engaged  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  law.  He  did  not  then  ally  himself  with  either  of  the  great 
political  parties  but  was  unalterably  opposed  to  slavery.  In  1837  he 
defended  a  fugitive  slave  woman,  claimed  under  the  law  of  1793,  and 
took  the  highest  ground  against  the  constitutionality  of  that  law.  In 
the  same  year  he  defended  his  friend  James  G.  Birney  for  harboring 
a  negro  slave,  and  in  1838  he  reviewed  with  great  severity  a  report  of 
the  judiciary  committee  of  the  Ohio  senate,  refusing  trial  by  jury  to 
slaves  and  in  a  second  suit  defended  Mr.  Birney.  At  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Liberty  party  in  Ohio  in  Dec.  1841,  he  appears  as  one  of  its 
foremost  founders. 

In  those  years  he  acted  as  counsel  for  many  negroes  who  were 
claimed  as  fugitives  from  Kentucky  and  among  the  most  noted  whom 
he  defended  was  John  Van  Zandt — the  original  John  Van  Trompe  of 
Uncle  Tom's  Cabin.  This  was  in  the  year  1842. 

In  1843  the  Liberty  party  held  its  national  convention  in  Buffalo 
and  nominated  James  G.  Birney  for  president.  Their  platform  was 
almost  entirely  the  production  of  Salmon  Portland  Chase.  In  1844 
the  Liberty  party  caused  the  defeat  of  Henry  Clay  for  president. 
Four  years  later  it  was  superseded  by  the  Free- Soil  party  whose  na¬ 
tional  convention  in  Buffalo  in  1848  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  Chase. 
In  1849  the  Democrats  and  Free-soilers  in  the  Ohio  legislature  formed 
a  coalition  and  elected  Mr.  Chase  to  the  United  States  Senate,  where 
he  served  from  1849  to  1855. 

In  the  Senate  26  and  27  Mar.  1850,  he  made  a  notable  speech 
against  the  so-called  “compromise  measures.”  When  the  Democratic 
party  nominated  Franklin  Pierce  for  president  in  1852  he  dissolved 
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his  connection  with  that  party.  In  1855  he  was  elected  Governor  of 
Ohio  by  the  opponents  of  Pierce’s  administration.  He  was  reelected 
and  served  as  Governor  till  1859.  He  was  again  elected  a  Senator  to 
Congress.  In  the  national  Republican  convention  in  Chicago,  Mr. 
Chase  received  49  votes  on  the  first  ballot.  On  the  fifth  ballot  Mr. 
Chase’s  friends  gave  their  votes  for  Abraham  Lincoln.  On  4  Mar. 
1861,  Mr.  Lincoln  was  inaugurated  president  and  selected  Mr.  Chase 
as  Secretary  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury. 

Horace  Greeley  said :  “When  he  accepted  the  office  of  secretary 
of  the  treasury  the  finances  were  already  in  chaos  :  the  current  revenue 
being  inadequate,  even  in  the  absence  of  all  expenditure  or  preparation 
for  war,  and  his  predecessor  having  attempted  to  borrow  $10,000,000 
in  Oct.  i860  obtained  only  $7,022,000.” 

When  he  went  to  New  York  for  his  first  loan,  the  London  Times 
declared  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  had  coerced  $50,000,000 
from  the  banks,  but  would  not  fare  so  well  at  the  London  Exchange. 
In  his  conference  with  the  bankers  he  said:  “If  you  cannot  [loan  the 
government],  I  shall  go  back  to  Washington  and  issue  notes  for  cir¬ 
culation  ;  for  it  is  certain  that  the  war  must  go  on  until  the  rebellion  is 
put  down,  if  we  have  to  put  out  paper  until  it  takes  a  thousand  dollars 
to  buy  a  breakfast.”  He  managed  to  finance  the  government  during 
the  first  three  years  of  the  war  and  received  therefor  the  highest 
praise. 

On  4  Dec.  1864,  President  Lincoln  nominated  him  as  Chief  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  death  of  Roger  B.  Taney,  and  he  was  immediately  confirmed,  and 
served  until  his  death  in  1873. 

In  the  course  of  his  official  duties  he  presided  at  the  impeachment 
trial  of  President  Andrew  Johnson  in  1868. 

His  burial-place,  in  Spring  Grove  Cemetery  near  Cincinnati,  is 
marked  by  an  imposing  memorial  erected  by  the  Bar  Association  of 
Ohio.

Hon.  Dudley6  Chase  (Dea.  Dudley,5  Judge  Samuel,4  Daniel,3 
Ens.  Moses2),  born  in  Cornish,  N.  H.,  30  Dec.  1771 ;  died  in  Ran¬ 
dolph,  Vt.,  28  Feb.  1846,  aged  74.  He  married  about  1796,  Olivia 
Brown  of  Norwich,  Vt.,  born  22  Mar.  1779;  died  in  Randolph,  22 
Mar.  1846,  having  completed  67  years. 

He  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in  1791,  read  law  with  Judge 
Lot  Hall  of  Westminster,  Vt.,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Vermont  bar 
in  1794.  He  removed  to  Randolph  and  practiced  there  throughout 
his  life.  He  served  as  a  representative  in  the  Vermont  Legislature 
for  nine  years  and  was  speaker  of  the  House  from  1808  to  1812;  he 
was  attorney  for  Orange  County,  1803  to  1811;  a  member  of  the 
constitutional  conventions  of  Vermont  in  1814  and  in  1822;  United 
States  senator  from  Vermont,  1813  to  1817;  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Vermont,  1817  to  1821 ;  representative  and 
Speaker  of  the  House  1823-1824;  again  United  States  senator  from 
Vermont,  1825-1831. 

He  was  a  portly,  fine  looking  man,  of  commanding  presence  and 
gentlemanly  manners.  He  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Prot¬ 
estant  Episcopal  Church,  organized  as  Grace  Church  at  Randolph 
Centre.  There  were  no  children  but  he  and  his  good  wife  educated 
twelve — some  being  nephews  and  nieces.

Philander  Chase  graduated  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1796 
and  studied  divinity  with  Rev.  Thomas  Ellison  of  Albany,  N.  Y. 
He  was  ordained  a  deacon  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  by 
the  Bishop,  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  Prevost,  D.  D.,  in  New  York  City, 
10  May  1798  and  a  presbyter  by  the  same  Bishop,  10  Nov.  1799. 
For  several  years  he  was  a  missionary  in  the  State  of  New  York. 
He  became  rector  of  Christ’s  Church  of  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  and 
remained  until  1805.  He  then  went  to  New  Orleans  and  organized 
Christ’s  Church  there,  16  Nov.  1805,  and  was  the  rector  from  1805  to 
1811.  He  was  rector  of  Christ’s  Church  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  1811 
to  1817. 

In  1817  he  removed  to  Ohio  and  took  charge  of  three  churches 
and  the  Academy  at  Worthington,  Ohio.  He  was  elected  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  3  June  1818  and  consecrated  to  that  office  by 
Rt.  Rev.  William  White,  D.  D.,  at  Philadelphia,  11  Feb.  1819.  Vis- 
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iting  England  he  obtained  there  and  at  home  funds  to  establish  Ken¬ 
yon  College  at  Gambier,  Ohio.  He  thus  became  the  Founder  and 
first  President  of  Kenyon.  He  also  there  established  Gambier  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary.  He  resigned  his  offices  as  Bishop  and  President 
9  Sept.  1831,  and  removed  to  Michigan  where  he  engaged  in  mission¬ 
ary  work. 

The  estimation  in  which  he  was  held  by  the  alumni  of  Kenyon 
College  is  well  set  forth  in  the  following  song: 

“He  built  the  college,  built  the  dam, 

He  milked  the  cow,  he  smoked  the  ham; 

He  taught  the  classes,  rang  the  bell 

And  spanked  the  erring  freshmen  well. 

*  *  *  *  *  *  * 

“The  king,  the  queen,  the  lords,  and  earls, 

They  gave  their  crowns,  they  gave  their  pearls, 

Until  Philander  had  enough, 

And  hurried  homeward  with  the  stuff.” 

He  was  elected  Bishop  of  Illinois,  9  Mar.  1835,  and  again  visited 
England  and  obtained  about  $10,000  for  educational  work  in  Illinois. 
His  labors  culminated  in  founding  Jubilee  College  at  Robin’s  Nest  in 
the  township  of  Jubilee  in  1838.  He  obtained  a  charter  in  1847, 
placing  the  college  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Episcopal  church. 
He  was  Bishop  of  Illinois  from  1835  to  1852.  He  received  the  degree 
D.  D.  from  Columbia  College  in  1819. 

He  was  a  man  of  indomitable  perseverance  and  great  strength 
of  will,  and  was  the  most  energetic  and  successful  pioneer  missionary 
educator  of  the  Episcopal  church  in  the  West.  He  published,  A  Plea 
for  the  West  in  1826;  The  Star  of  the  West,  or  Kenyon  College  in 
1828;  The  Defence  of  Kenyon  College  in  1831,  and  Reminiscences, 
an  Autobiography,  comprising  a  History  of  the  Principal  Events  in 
the  Author’s  Life \  in  1848.

His  early  life  was  spent  on  his  father’s  farm,  his  educa¬ 
tional  privileges  being  limited  to  a  few  weeks  each  year  in 
the  district  school,  but  before  attending  any  school  he  had 
mastered  with  little  aid  the  common  school  arithmetic  as  far 
as  the  “Rule  of  Three,”  using  a  piece  of  chalk  and  a  board 
in  the  lack  of  a  slate.  His  love  for  mathematics  led  him  to 
master  the  higher  branches  of  the  science,  geometry,  trigo¬ 
nometry,  surveying,  navigation  and  astronomy,  his  interest  in 
the  lastnamed  leading  to  his  calculating  the  eclipses  due  for 
several  years  to  come,  his  only  instruments  being  “a  two  foot 
Gunter’s  scale  and  a  pair  of  dividers.”  Naturally  he  became 
the  local  land  surveyor  and  later  prepared  a  map  of  the  town¬ 
ship  of  “Old  Chester,”  which  was  of  great  value  in  establish¬ 
ing  ancient  boundaries. 

The  descendant  on  his  mother’s  side  of  two  generations  of 
clock-makers,  he  was  a  mechanic  by  inheritance  and  the  build¬ 
ing  and  repairing  of  sawmills  and  gristmills  in  the  section 
of  the  state  in  which  he  lived  became  his  life  work. 

At  the  solicitation  of  Judge  Samuel  Dana  Bell  and  the  Hon. 
Henry  F.  French  he  undertook  the  compilation  and  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  History  of  Old  Chester ,  a  seven  hundred  page 
volume,  published  in  1869,  which  has  been  adjudged  as  being 
one  of  the  best  of  the  town  histories  in  the  state. 

The  “Chase  Fortune”  myth,  in  which  he  took  no  stock,  led 
him  to  take  up  genealogical  research  and  the  result  of  his 
extensive  labors,  now  in  the  possession  of  the  New  England 
Historic  Genealogical  Society  of  Boston,  has  aided  greatly 
in  the  preparation  of  this  work. 

In  addition  to  his  mathematical  and  mechanical  tastes  his 
character  was  well  developed  in  morals.  Early  in  life  he 
adopted  the  principle  of  total  abstinence  from  the  use  of  in¬ 
toxicants  and  ever  afterward  drank  nothing  but  water.  When 
the  emancipation  of  the  slaves  was  first  advocated  he  became 
an  ardent  supporter  of  the  reform  and  also  of  women’s  rights, 
and  was  often  a  contributor  to  the  Liberator  and  the  Herald 
of  Freedom. 

Notwithstanding  a  laborious  life,  the  even  balance  of  men¬ 
tal  and  physical  effort  conserved  his  strength  and  kept  his 
mind  clear  until  near  the  end,  at  two  months  less  than  ninety 
years.  (For  more  extended  biographies  of  this  branch  of  the 
family  see  the  History  of  Chester,  1926.)

He  was  reared  on  his  father’s  farm,  attending  the  district 
school  and  later  a  select  school  in  Lee,  N.  H.,  conducted  by  a 
progressive  educator,  Moses  A.  Cartland,  a  cousin  of  John 
Greenleaf  Whittier,  the  poet. 

He  was  encouraged  in  the  use  of  mechanical  tools,  in  which 
he  became  exceedingly  efficient  and  was  for  many  years 
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master  mechanic  in  the  construction  and  rebuilding  of  textile 
mills. 

In  1867  he  settled  in  Derry,  N.  H.,  and  began  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  certain  specialties  of  wood.  The  business  was  in¬ 
corporated  as  The  Benjamin  Chase  Co.  in  1907,  he  being  the 
president  of  the  company  until  his  death.  He  was  very  in¬ 
genious  and  invented  and  constructed  the  intricate  machines 
used  in  the  plant,  some  of  them  being  in  use  nowhere  else. 

He  neither  sought  nor  held  public  office,  was  a  man  of 
quiet  ways  and  always  found  on  the  right  side  of  every  uplift 
movement  in  the  community,  had  the  courage  of  his  convic¬ 
tions  and  hated  shams.

Had  a  complete  genealogy  of  Thomas1  appeared 
as  a  separate  volume  it  would  have  been  about  double 
its  present  size.

THOMAS  CHASE  AND  HIS 
DESCENDANTS 

Thomas1  Chase,  a  brother  of  Aquila,1  first  appears  in  New 
England,  at  Hampton,  N.  H.,  among  the  second  group  of  settlers 
there  having  a  grant  of  land  in  June  1640.  (History  of  Hampton, 
1  :i8)  He  married  about  1642,  Elizabeth  Philbrick  [Phil- 
brook],  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Philbrick  who  settled  in 
Watertown  as  early  as  1636  and  removed  to  Hampton  in  1645.  Her 
father  made  his  will,  12  Mar.  1663/4,  being  “very  aged”  which  was 
probated,  8  Oct.  1667.  One  clause  of  the  will  reads  as  follows :  “and 
thatt  att  the  Deseace  of  my  Daughter  Elizabeth  Garland,  her  son, 
James  Chase  shall  have  one  Cow  in  lew  of  the  Cow  which  I  have 
Given  my  daughter  Elizabeth.”  (Probate  Records  of  the  Province  of 
New  Hampshire,  1635-1717,  p.  72) 

Thomas1  Chase  died  in  Hampton  shortly  before  5  Oct.  1652, 
upon  which  day  his  widow  Elizabeth  Chase  was  granted  administra¬ 
tion  upon  his  estate.  She  married  (2)  26  Oct.  1654,  John  Garland, 
first  of  the  name  in  Hampton.  He  died  there,  4  Jan.  1672,  aged  50 
years  and  she  married  (3)  in  Hampton,  19  Jan.  1673/4,  Henry 
Robie  [Roby]  of  Hampton,  and  died  there,  11  Feb.  1677. 

He  and  his  brother  Aquila1  received  grants  at  the  same  time. 
Fourteen  persons  had  received  grants  on  24  Dec.  1639,  and  one 
person  on  14  Jan.  1640.  These  earliest  grants  were  of  large  tracts 
for  farms  but  those  made  in  June  1640,  to  the  number  of  fifty-six 
were  small  tracts  for  house  lots. 

On  23  Feb.  1645/6,  there  were  granted  to  sixty  proprietors  of 
house  lots  in  Hampton  one  or  more  shares  in  the  “Common.”  Aquila 
Chase  received  one  share  and  Thomas  Chase  two  shares  while  some 
others  received  three  shares.  The  common  land  had  been  already 
divided  into  147  shares  which  were  given  to  those  who  had  house  lots. 
(Dow’s  History  of  Hampton,  1 133) 

Thomas1  Chase  was  married  about  two  or  three  years  before  his 
brother  was  married  and  he  not  only  had  a  wife  on,  23  Feb.  1645/6, 
but  at  least  two  small  children.  This  is  why  he  received  two  shares 
of  the  common  lands  while  his  brother  had  only  one. 

Dow  in  his  History  of  Hampton  (2  .'635)  states  that  Thomas 
was  “the  elder  of  the  brothers.”  It  is  believed  that  this  statement  is 
based  upon  the  fact  that  Thomas  married  and  was  the  father  of  two 
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children  before  the  marriage  of  Aquila.  If  the  inference  is  correct 
Thomas  Chase  must  have  been  born  as  early  as  1617,  or  possibly  one 
or  two  years  earlier.  This  is  a  reasonable  conjecture  but  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  only  as  approximately  true. 

No  statement  of  the  age  of  Thomas1  Chase  has  been  found  in 
any  record. 

Thomas1  Chase’s  homestead  was  opposite  that  of  his  wife’s 
father  Thomas  Philbrick,  and  near  the  Jesse  Lamprey  house  (recently 
known  as  the  James  N.  Brown  house)  a  short  distance  southeast  of 
“The  Meeting-House  Green.” 

“Thomas  Chase  entered  his  caution  about  a  parcell  of  meadow  & 
upland  with  comonage  bought  of  Henry  Ambrose,  ye  30th  of  ye  1st 
mo.  [Mar.]  1650.”  (Old  Norfolk  Records,  1 :8) 

“The  widdow  Chase  enters  her  caution  for  tenn  acres  of  upland, 
lying  in  ye  north  field  wth  several  parcells  of  marsh  &  meadow :  all 
lying  in  ye  bounds  of  Hampton,  wth  priviledges  belonging  to  a  house 
lot  wth  one  share  of  the  oxe  comon  bought  of  Henry  Ambrose  15  of 
ye  1st  mo  1652”  [15  Mar.  1652/3].  (Ibid.  1:37) 

For  confirmation  of  the  deed  of  Aquila1  Chase  to  his  brother 
Thomas  Chase  made  about  twenty  years  before  15  May  1667,  see 
Aquila1  Chase,  (p.  30) 

Thomas  Chase  of  Hampton,  county  of  Norfolk,  seaman,  for  £4 
sells  John  Philbrick  of  Hampton,  planter,  four  acres  of  upland, 
meadow  and  swamp  in  Hampton,  9  Nov.  1649,  'm  the  presence  of 
Thomas  Philbrick  and  James  Philbrick.  His  autograph  signature 
appears  on  the  original  deed,  as  do  those  of  Thomas  and  James 
Philbrick  (The  Chase  Chronicle,  10:57).  This  shows  that  he  and  his 
wife’s  father  were  not  illiterate. 

Edward  Colcord  of  Hampton  sells  to  Thomas1  Chase  of  the  same 
town,  seaman,  three  and  one-half  acres  of  meadow  butting  upon  a 
river  towards  ye  west  and  ye  great  ox  comon  towards  ye  east,  also  a 
share  of  ye  great  ox  comon  and  half  of  ye  other  comonage  belonging 
to  Thomas  Jones  of  whom  Colcord  bought  it,  16th  12  mo.  1646  [16 
Feb.  1646].  (Ibid  2:233). 

Administration  on  the  estate  of  Thomas1  Chase  of  Hampton  was 
granted  to  his  widow  Elizabeth  Chase,  5  Oct.  1652.  The  inventory 
was  taken  by  Robert  Page,  Abraham  Perkins  and  William  Infield, 
2  June  1653.  The  estate  was  valued  at  £111  :  18s.  iod.  which  was 
attested  by  Elizabeth  Chase  the  widow. 

The  Court  ordered,  4  Oct.  1653,  that  the  five  children  of  Thomas1 
Chase  of  Hampton  shall  have  out  of  their  father’s  estate  these 
amounts:  Thomas2  Chase,  the  oldest,  £16,  and  Joseph2  Chase,  James2 
Chase,  Isaac2  Chase,  and  Abraham2  Chase  £8  each,  when  they  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age.  The  widow,  Elizabeth  Chase,  gave  a  bond 
of  £50,  with  Thomas  Philbrick  and  John  Cass  as  sureties.  3  Oct. 
1654,  the  Court  ordered,  with  the  consent  of  the  administratrix,  that 
the  children’s  portions  be  paid  out  of  the  lands.  On  10  Oct.  1665, 
the  Court  appointed  Christopher  Plussey,  Ens.  John  Sanborn  and 
Thomas  Philbrick,  Jr.,  a  committee  to  divide  the  estate  among  the 
children,  with  the  consent  of  the  administratrix  who  was  to  have  £4 
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out  of  the  lands.  (Norfolk  Co.  Court  Records  in  N.  H.  Probate  Rec¬ 


ords  1:23-4). 

r-u  At  3  JQUAart-f1^  £?urt  held  at  Hampton,  26  Sept.  1648,  Thomas’ 
Chase  and  Aquila1  Chase  brought  a  suit  against  William  Howard 
which  was  continued  to  the  Salisbury  Court.  (Records  and  Files  of 
the  Quarterly  Courts  of  Essex  County,  1:151). 

Thomas  Philbrook  gave  a  receipt  for  20  shillings  from  Robert 
Nanny,  as  a  cask  boy,  a  nadbroy  tasecon,”  dated  30  Nov  1648 
Witness  Thomas  Chaes.  (Ibid  1:160).  4 

At  a  Court  held  at  Hampton,  1  Oct.  1650,  Thomas1  Chace 
brought  a  suit  against  Mr.  Edward  Gilman  “for  not  making  good  a 
sufficient  boat  according  to  bargain.”  (Ibid  1 :20i). 

At  the  same  Court  “Mr.  Hussie,  John  Sanborn  and  Thomas 
Chase  had  their  bonds  released  in  the  cases  of  Richard  Waldern  and 
Edward  Colcord.  (Ibid  203). 

•  18  Nov.  1650,  there  was  due  to  William  Payne  &  Co.  of  Ipswich 

£20  from  Thomas  Chase.  (Ibid  296). 

Thomas1  Chase  by  his  autograph  acknowledged  his  indebtedness 
to  Edward  Gilman  for  building  a  vessel,  pay  to  be  made  in  freighting, 
carrying  boards  from  Exeter  to  Boston,  at  i8d.  per  hundred,  3  May 
1651.  (Ibid  296). 

Thomas1  Chase  in  Aug.  1652  was  owing  Edward  Gilman  £20 
he  having  delivered  some  boards  to  Mr.  Davison.  (Ibid  298). 

Rev.  Stephen  Bachiler,  with  the  first  company,  removed  to 
Winnacunnet  (Hampton)  in  Oct.  1638.  (Dow’s  History  of  Hampton, 
1  :i  1 ) .  In  the  record  of  a  Quarterly  Court  held  at  Salisbury,  1 1  Nov. 
1679,  is  found  “A  note  of  the  families  in  Hampton  the  first  summer 
that  Mr.  Bacheller  came  to  Hampton,”  followed  by  a  list  “The  second 
Sumer.”  Among  those  in  the  second  list  are  mentioned  “Goodman 
Fillbrek  and  Thomas1  Chaes.”  This  is  documentary  evidence  that 
Thomas1  Chase  was  in  Hampton  in  1640.  (Records  and  Files  of  the 
Quarterly  Courts  of  Essex  County,  7:280). 

John  Farmer,  in  his  classification  of  the  early  settlers  of  Hamp¬ 
ton,  places  Thomas  Chase  among  the  “young  men  that  had  lots,”  fol¬ 
lowing  the  settlers  in  “the  Second  Summer”  after  Mr.  Bachiler  came. 
(Provincial  Papers  of  New  Hampshire,  1:151-2).

The  last  two  were  recorded  as  born  in  Hampton  and  their  births 
are  to  be  found  in  the  Old  Norfolk  Co.  Returns  from  Hampton. 
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Thomas2  Chase  (Thomas1),  born  in  Hampton,  N.  H.,  1643; 
died  there,  23  Oct.  1714.  At  a  Quarterly  Court  held  at  Salisbury’, 
9  Apr.  1667,  he  was  confirmed  as  guardian  of  his  brother  Isaac  Chase 
who  had  made  choice  of  him  for  guardian.  (Records  and  Files  of  the 
Quarterly  Courts  of  Essex  County,  3:407).  Thomas2  “Chas,”  aged 
about  twenty-three  years,  deposed  before  Samuel  Dalton  of  Hampton, 
commissioner,  20  June  1667.  (Ibid  425).  His  uncle  Thomas  Phil- 
brick,  aged  forty-two  years,  deposed  before  the  same  magistrate  at 
the  same  time.  (Ibid).  At  a  Quarterly  Court  held  at  Salisbury,  13 
Apr.  1669,  he  was  convicted  “for  not  coming  to  the  public  ordinance.” 
(Ibid  4:132).  He  with  others  was  presented  at  the  Court  held  at 
Salisbury,  12  Apr.  1670,”  for  not  frequenting  the  public  ordinances 
of  Christ  on  Lord’s  days  and  using  reproachful  speeches  against  Mr. 
Cotton  and  his  doctrine.”  (Ibid  238).  At  a  Court  held  at  Salisbury, 
14  Apr.  1674,  he  and  twelve  others  were  convicted  “for  breach  of  the 
law  called  Quaker’s  meeting”  and  admonished.  (Ibid  298).  At  a 
Court  held  at  Hampton,  13  Oct.  1674,  a  warrant  was  ordered  to  be 
issued  for  court  fees  due  from  these  same  persons  upon  presentments 
at  the  last  Salisbury  court.  (Ibid  409).  On  30  May  1676,  he  was 
appointed  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Abraham2  Chase.  (Ibid  6: 
142). 

Ralph  Hall  of  Exeter  sells  two-thirds  of  15  acres  of  salt  marsh 
in  Hampton  on  the  south  side  of  Falls  River,  with  allowance  of  two 
acres  for  creeks  and  ponds,  to  Thomas  Chase  of  Hampton,  3  Dec. 
1668.  (Old  Norfolk  Deeds,  2:233). 

Thomas  Sleeper  of  Hampton  quitclaims  to  Thomas2  Chase  of 
Hampton  land  that  Sleeper  sold  to  him  above  20  years  ago,  5  acres  of 
salt  marsh  by  Birche  Island,  3  acres  of  fresh  meadow  by  the  land  of 
Christopher  Palmer  and  10  acres  of  upland  in  ye  North  Playne,  3 
Nov.  1669.  (Ibid  2:233). 

Samuel  Fellows  of  Salisbury  sells  Thomas  Chase  of  Hampton, 
planter,  his  portion  of  the  division  in  Hall’s  Farm  in  Salisbury,  7  Mar. 
1669/70.  ( Ibid  2  :243  ) . 

Ralph  Hall  of  Exeter  sells  Thomas  Chase  of  Hampton,  planter, 
one  third  of  15  acres  of  salt  marsh  in  Hampton,  30  Nov.  1670.  (Ibid 
2:296). 

Thomas  Chase  of  Hampton  “for  ye  love  and  good  will  that  1 
have  and  doe  beare  unto  ye  people  of  God  (called  Quakers)  doe  give, 
grant,  etc.  ...  to  John  Hussey  of  Hampton  above!  said,  on  behalf  of 
ye  said  People  of  God  ...  a  certain  piece  of  land  for  a  burying  place 
containing  60  rods  or  thereabouts  in  Hampton  to  be  improved  for  a 
burying  place  or  to  build  a  meeting  house  if  they  think  best,  1  Jan. 

1689.  (Essex  Co.  Deeds,  10:88).  „  . 

Thomas2  Chase  of  Hampton  “being  aged  &  weke  of  body  made 
his  will,  26  Apr.  1712,  which  was  proved,  8  Dec.  1714-  He  mentions 
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therein  his  brothers  Joseph2  Chase,  Isaac2  Chase  and  Jacob  Garland; 
Mary3  Chase,  daughter  of  James2  Chase;  the  widow  Duglis  and  her 
daughter  Mary  Duglis ;  his  “cousin”  [niece]  Abigail3  Chase,  daughter 
of  his  brother  James2  Chase,  now  widow  of  John3  Chase  deceased 
and  her  sons  Jonathan,4  Elihu4  and  John4  Chase  under  21 ;  his  brother 
Isaac2  Chase’s  eldest  son;  Elizabeth4  and  Hannah4  Chase  the  two 
daughters  of  Abigail3  Chase  by  John3  Chase  her  husband;  Henry 
Williams  and  Christian  and  Lydia  Haskins  their  daughter;  Sarah 
Downer  and  Ephriam  Hoyt;  his  “cousin”  [niece]  Abigail3  Chase 
widow  of  John3  Chase  deceased  to  be  executrix.  (New  Hampshire 
Wills,  1:685-8).  He  never  married  and  his  niece  Abigail3  Chase, 
wife  of  John3  Chase,  grandson  of  Aquila,1  cared  for  him  in  his  old 
age  and  inherited  his  homestead  in  Hampton.  The  estate  was  valued 
at  £837: 1  os.

Joseph2  Chase  (Thomas1),  born  in  Hampton,  N.  H.,  1645; 
died  there,  12  Jan.  1717/8.  He  married  in  Hampton,  31  Dec.  1671, 
Rachel  Partridge,  daughter  of  William  and  Ann  Partridge,  born  in 
Salisbury,  19  June  1650;  died  in  Hampton,  27  Oct.  1718.  They  lived 
in  Hampton  near  “The  Landing”  where  a  few  graves  of  the  Chase 
and  Freese  family  still  remain  in  1928. 

Thomas  Philbrick  Jr.  of  Hampton  for  £10  sells  Joseph  Chase 
of  Hampton,  four  acres  of  the  east  field  in  Hampton,  bounded  on  ye 
south  with  a  highway,  23  Jan.  1666.  (Old  Norfolk  Deeds,  2:234). 

John  Garland  of  Hampton  sells  him  one  share  in  the  “Cowes 
common”  and  one  share  in  the  “oxen  common”  of  Hampton,  30  Jan. 
1667.  (Ibid  2:235). 

Joseph  Chase  of  Hampton  for  £14  sells  David  Lamprey  of  the 
same  town  about  four  acres  of  upland  in  Hampton,  “in  ye  east  field 
with  a  common  way  on  ye  south  going  towards  ye  sea,”  24  Mar. 
1673/4;  acknowledged  by  him  and  his  wife  Rachel,  28  Dec.  1674. 
(Ibid  3:30). 

Joseph2  Chase  of  Hampton,  “being  Antient,”  made  his  will,  14 
June  1704,  which  was  proved  12  Feb.  1717/8,  with  a  codicil  dated, 
19  May  1716.  He  mentions  therein  his  wife  Rachel;  his  daughter 
Anne3  Sinkeler  and  her  children,  the  eldest  son  and  the  other  children 
now  born — her  sons  under  24  and  her  daughters  under  18;  his 
daughter  Elizabeth3  Hilyard  and  her  eldest  son  or  daughters ;  his 
daughter  Rachel3  Freese  and  her  sons  and  daughters;  “Unto  ye  poore 
among  the  people  called  Quakers  fifty  pounds  in  money;”  reserves 
“household  good  for  the  entertaining  of  strangers  more  particularly 
Quakers;”  his  sons-in-law  Benjamin  Hilyard  and  Jacob  Freese  to  be 
executors  with  his  wife  Rachel ;  codicil  mentions  his  son-in-law  Jacob 
Freese  to  have  one  half  of  his  sloop;  Rachel  Lock  now  Rachel  Moul¬ 
ton  to  have  £5;  Elizabeth  Swett,  daughter  of  Moses  Swett  £5; 
Elizabeth4  Chase,  daughter  of  John3  Chase  deceased,  £10  at  the 
age  of  18;  Moses  Swett  £10;  James  Stanyon  and  Anne  his  wife  a 
debt  and  £5;  Mary  Dow,  wife  of  Henry  Dow,  £5;  Lydia  Norton, 
wife  of  Samuel  Norton,  £5.  Inventory  taken  27  Feb.  1717/8, 
amounting  to  £3430:  11:9.  (N.  H.  Wills,  1  :526-53o). 
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The  Rev  Alonzo  H.  Quint,  D.  D„  in  his  account  of  those  who 
were  captured  at  Cochecho  27  June  1689,  gives  one  as  Joseph  Chase 
(Provincial  Papers  of  N.  H  2:  So).  In  Rev.  John  Pike’s  Journal 
the  name  was  Jo :  Chh”  which  was  intended  for  John  Church  who 
escaped  from  the  Indians  before  they  reached  Winnepesaukee 
Children,  born  in  Hampton :

Rev.  John  Wheelwright,  trustee  in  trust  of  the  wife  and  children 
of  Robert  Nanny,  late  of  Boston  deceased,  brought  a  suit  against 
James  Chase  ‘for  not  paying  [for]  12,000  feet  of  good  merchantable 
boards  due  for  rent  of  a  part  of  a  saw  mill  now  [1674]  standing  upon 
Taylor’s  river  in  Hampton,  according  to  an  agreement  dated,  2  Jan. 
1672,  at  a  Court  held  at  Salisbury,  14  Apr.  1674.  The  verdict  was  for 
the  plaintiff,  and  the  case  was  appealed  to  the  Court  of  Assistants. 
(Records  and  Files  of  the  Quarterly  Courts  of  Essex  County,  5  1295). 

John  Severans  of  Salisbury,  victualler,  for  £6  sells  James  Chase 
of  Hampton,  planter,  six  acres”  in  a  place  called  Halls  farme”  in 
Salisbury,  23  Apr.  1669.  (Old  Norfolk  Deeds,  2:207). 

John  Ilsley  of  Salisbury  for  £25  sells  James  Chase  of  Hampton, 
planter,  two  divisions  of  upland  in  Hall’s  farm  in  Salisbury,  28  Jan. 
1672.  The  same  was  deeded  back  to  Ilsley,  5  June  1673.  (Ibid 
2:409;  448). 

Administration  on  his  estate  was  granted  to  John3  Chase  of 
Hampton,  7  Mar.  1703/4.  James2  Chase  was  called  his  father-in-law. 
An  agreement  was  made  and  concluded  4  June  1 7°5?  between  John3 
Chase,  John  Chapman  and  Mary3  Chase,  all  of  Hampton,  who  set 
forth  that  whereas  James2  Chase  of  Hampton,  late  deceased,  left  lands 
and  three  daughters,  viz.  Abigail,3  Dorothy3  and  Mary3  Chase,  and 
that  administration  is  granted  to  John3  Chase  above  named,  they 
agree  that  John  Chapman  shall  have  his  part  in  the  home  lot  in  right

Thomas2  Chase  was  appointed  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
Abraham2  Chase  by  Maj.  Pike  and  Mr.  Samuel  Dalton  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  Apr.  1676  and  brought  in  an  inventory  to  the  Court  held 
at  Hampton,  30  May  1676.  (Records  and  Files  of  Essex  County 
6:142).  At  the  Court  held  at  Salisbury,  14  Nov.  1676,  Thomas 
Chase,2  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Abraham2  Chase,  moved  the 
Court  to  order  that  the  estate  be  divided  among  the  surviving  breth¬ 
ren,  Thomas,2  Joseph,2  James2  and  Isaac2  Chase.  Mr.  Samuel  Dalton 
and  Ens.  John  Sanborn  were  ordered  to  take  an  account  of  the  admin¬ 
istrator  of  what  debts  he  had  or  should  pay  upon  account  of  said 
estate.  (Ibid  214). 

Samuel  Dalton,  one  of  the  commissioners  of  Hampton  to  end 
small  cases  made  the  following  record  in  his  private  Journal : 

“On  29 :  3  :  1673,  Abraham2  Chase,  making  a  bold  attempt  when 
the  commissioners  were  seated  in  the  meeting  house,  by  firing  off  a 
pistol  in  at  the  window,  burning  a  hole  in  the  coders  and  breaking 
down  some  of  the  glass,  whereby  some  of  those  who  stood  near  were 
in  danger,  was  fined.”  (Ibid  5  :235)-  With  others  he  was  convicted 
and  admonished  for  breach  of  the  law  called  “Quaker’s  meeting,  at 
the  Court  held  at  Salisbury,  14  Apr.  1674  (Ibid  298).  At  the  next 
session  the  Court  ordered  a  warrant  to  be  issued  for  court  fees  due 
from  him.  (Ibid  409) .  He  was  unmarried  and  in  his  twenty-fourth 
year  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
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Thomas3  Chase  (Lt.  Isaac2),  born  in  Tisbury,  9  Nov.  1677; 
died  in  Virginia  during  a  coasting  voyage  in  his  sloop  Vineyard, 
22  Dec.  1721.

At  a  precinct  meeting  in  Barnstable,  8  Apr.  1804,  “Voted  that 
Leonard  Chase  be  sexton  of  the  North  Meeting  House  the  present 
year,  he  to  ring  the  Bell  on  Sabbath  days  and  all  other  public  days  and 
take  care  and  wind  up  the  clock  and  attend  and  open  the  doors  of  the 
Llouse  on  all  public  days  and  it  is  agreed  by  vote  of  the  precinct  that 
he  shall  have  $17  as  full  compensation  the  present  year.”  He  con¬ 
tinued  to  serve  for  several  years  and  his  compensation  was  increased. 
He  was  to  repair  the  Meeting  House  in  1811. 

There  is  no  record  of  his  will  or  of  the  probate  of  his  estate  in 
Barnstable  County.  The  town  records  of  Sandwich  do  not  contain 
the  births  of  his  children.  It  is  conjectured  that  there  were  two 
sons  and  three  daughters  born  between  1772  and  1790.

He  enlisted  on  a  privateer  in  the  American  Revolution.  On  the 
coast  of  England  the  ship’s  crew  were  captured  by  a  British  man-of- 
war.  After  being  transferred  several  times  as  prisoners  of  war  they 
were  landed  at  Plymouth,  England,  and  taken  before  two  justices  and 
a  clerk  and  arraigned  for  treason.  They  were  committed  to  “Mill 
Prison”  on  suspicion  of  treason  against  his  most  Gracious  Majesty 
George  III.  They  were  kept  for  twenty-three  months,  during  which 
time  they  underwent  great  privations  and  sufferings.  At  the  end  of 
the  period  they  were  exchanged  for  British  prisoners,  sent  to  France 
and  landed  at  a  small  town  ten  miles  below  Nantes.  Here  Thomas 
Chase  and  his  associates  reenlisted  at  L’Orient  in  the  squadron  that 
was  being  fitted  out  for  John  Paul  Jones,  his  ship  being  the  Alliance 
commended  by  Capt.  Landais.  Mr.  Chase  claimed  that  it  was  the 
Alliance — not  the  Pallas — that  disabled  the  Countess  of  Scarborough ; 
that  it  was  in  consequence  of  the  broadsides  from  the  Alliance  that 
she  struck  and  that  the  Pallas,  coming  up,  was  left  in  charge  of  the 
prize  while  the  Alliance  went  to  the  aid  of  Paul  Jones. 

He  was  a  man  of  much  mechanical  ingenuity  and  an  excellent 
worker  in  wood,  and  being  employed  under  John  Paul  Jones  for  sev¬ 
eral  months,  as  cabin  joiner,  he  saw  much  of  the  famous  commander.

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JOHN  BOWEN  CHACE,  M.  D. 

John  Bowen7  Chace,  M.  D.  (John,6  Stephen,5  John,4  Samuel,3 
William,2  William1),  of  Taunton,  was  born  in  Swansea,  June  14, 
1816.  His  father  died  while  still  a  young  man,  leaving  his  only  son 
to  the  care  of  his  mother,  Deborah  nee  Macomber,  who  afterward 
married  William  Wilbur  of  Little  Compton,  R.  I.  During  his  early 
years  he  attended  the  district  school  of  his  native  town.  When  about 
eleven  years  of  age  he  was  sent  to  the  Friends’  school  in  Providence, 
R.  I.  There  he  spent  the  next  five  years,  including  most  of  the  va¬ 
cation  seasons.  He  was  (to  judge  from  reports  of  his  school  life 
still  in  existence),  diligent  and  faithful  in  his  school  work.  He  was 
very  fond  of  the  higher  mathematics,  and  in  later  life  thoroughly 
enjoyed  wrestling  with  hard  problems  until  he  conquered  them. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  began  the  study  of  medicine  with  Dr. 
Wilbur  of  Fall  River,  and  in  1838  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at 
the  Jefferson  Medical  College,  Philadelphia.  In  the  fall  of  the  same 
year  he  began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Somerset.  There  he  mar¬ 
ried  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Eber  and  Sybil  Chace  who  belonged  to 
the  Society  of  Friends.  Three  sons  and  a  daughter  died  in  infancy. 
Two  sons  and  three  daughters  grew  to  manhood  and  womanhood, 
sons  and  daughters  for  whose  lives  he  thanked  God  upon  his  dying 
bed. 

In  1848,  in  company  with  others,  he  went  to  California  as  a 
physician.  The  voyage  was  made  on  the  “old  Bark  Ann,’  by  way  of 
Cape  Horn.  He  was  away  about  two  years  and  his  stay  in  California 
was  not  without  its  hardships. 

From  California  he  embarked  as  surgeon  on  an  East  Indian 
ship,  and  then  lived  a  short  time  in  Manila.  While  there  an  English 
physician,  Dr.  Reed,  presented  him  with  an  elegant  and  valuable 
lace  handkerchief  containing  one  hundred  dollars  in  gold  as  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  appreciation  for  professional  service  rendered  to  his  wife. 

On  his  return  from  the  East  Indies,  in  1850,  he  lived  in  Somer¬ 
set  five  years,  and  then  in  Westport  two  years,  removing  to  Taunton 
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in  1857,  where  he  remained  until  his  death,  with  the  exception  of  a 
short  time  spent  in  the  state  of  New  York. 

“As  a  physician  he  was  faithful  and  successful,  but  it  was  in 
surgery  that  he  had  especial  pride.  Here  his  clear  judgment,  perfect 
anatomical  knowledge,  and  steady  hand,  combined  to  give  him  a  high 
rank.”  He  often  remarked,  “It  is  much  easier  for  a  surgeon  to  take 
off  a  badly  injured  limb  than  it  is  to  save  it;  but  it  is  far  better  for 
the  man  to  have  his  limb,  even  if  he  can  make  but  little  use  of  it.” 

He  despised  shams  and  make-believe  sickness,  but  he  had  long 
patience  with  real  sickness.  When  asked  what  enabled  him  to  cure 
so  many  people  of  chronic  ailments,  his  reply  was  short  and  to  the 
point — “Patience.” 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society  from 
1848  until  his  death,  and  of  the  North  District  Medical  Society, 
serving  on  its  board  of  censors.  During  the  Civil  War  he  was  assist¬ 
ant  examining  surgeon  for  recruits  and  substitutes  for  eastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  for  ten  years  he  served  as  United  States  Examiner  of 
Pensioners,  until  his  last  illness  compelled  him  to  resign,  a  few 
months  before  his  death. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Christian  denomination,  to  which  he 
was  strongly  attached,  and  while  there  was  a  church  of  that  name  in 
Taunton,  his  house  was  always  “ministers’  hotel.”  While  in  West- 
port  he  held  pastoral  charge  of  the  small  church  at  Brownell’s  Cor¬ 
ners  for  some  months,  and  in  Somerset  and  other  places  he  assisted 
smaller  churches  by  occasionally  preaching  for  them. 

In  his  family  relations  he  was  a  true  and  faithful  husband  and 
father.  He  trained  his  children  with  especial  care.  Young  physi¬ 
cians,  troubled  fathers  and  neighbors  in  their  perplexities  often 
sought  his  aid,  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  wise  counsel  of  a  true 
friend. 

His  genealogical  researches,  which  continued  while  strength 
lasted,  covered  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  years.  He  thoroughly 
enjoyed  the  work,  to  which  he  devoted  a  large  expenditure  of  time, 
money,  and  persistent  effort,  and  the  inability  to  complete  and  publish 
the  result  of  his  labor  was  a  great  disappointment. 

The  voluminous  amount  of  material  he  had  collected  and  ac¬ 
quired  has  been  of  incalculable  value  in  the  preparation  of  the  vol¬ 
ume  in  which  this  well-deserved  memoir  appears. 

His  last  illness  was  one  of  intense  and  prolonged  suffering,  borne 
with  patience  and  faith  until  the  end,  which  came  31  May  1881. 


ADDITIONS  and  CORRECTIONS

Aquila1  Chase,  the  immigrant,  married  about  1644,  Ann 
Wheeler,  daughter  of  John  and  Ann  (Yeoman)  Wheeler.  She  was 
probably  born  between  1620  and  1630,  as  she  was  the  mother  of 
eleven  children,  born  in  Hampton,  N.  H.,  and  Newbury  (now  New- 
buryport)  between  the  years  1644  and  1664.  Aquila  Chase  died  in 
Newbury,  27  Dec.  1670  and  “Anne  Chase  Sr.”  and  Daniel  Mis- 
silloway  [Silloway]  were  married  in  Newbury,  14  June  1672. 
“An,  the  wife  of  Daniell  Mussiloway,”died  there,  21  Apr.  1687. 

.  Her  father,  John  Wheeler,  came  in  the  ship  Mary  and  John, 
sailing  for  New  England  on  or  about  26  Mar.  1634.  In  the  shipping 
list  of  those  who  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  his  name  was  written 
“John  Wheyler.”  (Drake’s  The  Founders  of  New  England,  70). 

He  came  from  Salisbury  in  Wiltshire.  In  the  parish  register  of 
St.  Edmund  in  Salisbury  is  the  marriage  record  of  “John  Whelyer 
&  Agnes  Yeoman”  on  1  Dec.  1611.  (Wiltshire  Parish  Register 
Marriages,  13:43). 

At  that  period  the  Christian  names  Agnes,  Annes  and  Ann  were 
frequently  used  interchangeably  for  one  and  the  same  person. 

The  marriage  record  of  Aquila  Chase  and  Ann  Wheeler  has  not 
been  preserved,  but  the  fact  has  been  established  by  the  will  of  her 
father. 

John  Wheeler  of  Newbury,  “considering  my  old  age  and  my 
owne  weakness,”  made  his  will,  28  Mar.  1668.  He  mentions  his 
children  and  among  them,  “my  daughter  Anne  Chase”  to  have  four 
pounds.  He  also  gave  “to  my  Sonne  Edward  Wheeler  of  the  Citty 
of  Salisbury  in  the  Realme  of  England  ten  pounds  of  which  he  is  to 
pay  three  pounds  and  ten  shillings  to  the  Chamber  [lain]  of  the  Citty 
aforesaid,  also  I  give  &  bequeath  to  my  Son  Adam  Wheeler  of  the 
said  Citty  forty  shillings.”  (Wheeler  Genealogy,  394). 

John  Wheeler  was  the  eldest  son  of  Dominick  and  Mercy  (Jelly) 
Wheeler  and  was  born  in  Salisbury  about  1589*  The  register  of  St. 
Edmund  contains  the  marriage  of  Dominick  Wheeler  and  Mercy 
Jellye,  3  June  1588.  (Wiltshire  Marriages,  13:  22).  The  last  men¬ 
tioned  man  must  have  been  born  as  early  as  1568.  He  died  in  Salis¬ 
bury,  England,  between  12  Dec.  1615  and  16  Feb.  1615/16,  when  his 
will  was  probated,  a  portion  being  as  follows : — 

“Domny  Wheller  of  the  Cittye  of  newe  Sarvm  [Salisbury]  in  the 
County  of  Wiltes,  Sherma,’  beinge  by  the  p’vidence  of  god  stricken  Sicke 
of  body  but  of  perfect  &  good  memory  thanks  be  vnto  god,  I  do  by  this 
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my  laste  will  &  Testament  I  will  &  give  vnto  my  wife  Mercy  Wheller  all 
&  Singular  my  goodes  &  Cattell  x  x  x  x  x  x  during  her  naturall  life  & 
after  her  life  ther  Endinge  that  then  both  thes  things  afor  Specified  to 
Come  vnto  John  Wheller  the  Eldeste  Sonne  of  the  forsaid  Domny  Whel¬ 
ler.  I  will  also  and  give  vnto  my  sone  John  Wheller  a  littel  Clock  &  a 
plater;  moreover  I  will  &  give  vnto  Annes  Wheller  the  wife  of  John 
Wheller  five  chillings  or  anything  to  the  value  thereof.  I  will  and  give 
vnto  Edward  Wheller,  my  son  John  Wheller’s  Eldeste  sone,  on[e]  silver 
Spone  &  to  his  brother  John  Wheller  one  pottinger.”  (Essex  Institute 
Historical  Collections,  44:  292.) 

Therefore,  Ann  Wheeler,  the  wife  of  Aquila  Chase,  was  the 
daughter  of  John  and  Ann  (Yeoman)  Wheeler  of  Salisbury  in  Wilt¬ 
shire  and  Salisbury  and  Newbury,  Mass.,  and  the  granddaughter  of 
Dominick  and  Mercy  (Jelly)  Wheeler  who  lived  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Edmund,  Salisbury,  1588  to  1616.
